THE CITY BUDGET RECEPTION TO MR. ALLEN ALDERMEN PASS LARGEST BUDGET IN HISTORY 


The city budget ob finally passed by 
t he aldermen on Monday evening car- 
licH a grand total of $2.784.::64.Q9, a 
reduction of some $72,000 from the fig- 
ures submitted by Mayor Childs a 
month ago, and a reduction of $162,000 
from the amounts requested by the 
heads of departments. The final fig- 
ures are some $169,000 more than the 
appropriations for last year and are 
said to Indicate a tax rate of $26 or 
over. 

The largest Item Is that of schools, 
which has been cut some $15,000 from 
the figures of the school committee 
and is still $54,000 more than last 
year. The Street Department recei .s

$723,000 as compared with $629,000 
last year, and of which $50,000 is due 
to bookkeeping changes. The Treas- 
ury department needs $380,000 or $19.- 
000 more than last year, the Police 
will expend $1S7.000 and the Fire De- 
partment $156,000. 

The Finance committee strikes a 
new note in passing the budget for 
$70,000 for maintenance of public 

property by submitting a supplemen- 
tary report in which it indicates how 
this money should be expended. The 
committee and the board understand 
that such a report isn’t worth the 
paper it is written on. as under the 
statute, the executive departments, 
which means the mayor has sole au- 
thority to expend the appropriations 
when once approved by the board.

WOMAN’S ASSOCIATION OF 
CENTRAL CHURCH 


A large audience greeted the speak- 
er .Mrs. Henry Guerney, of Boston, at 
the April meeting of the Woman’s 
Club of Central Church, on Wednes- 
day. Mrs. Austin H. Decatur presid- 
ing. 

Mrs. Guerney, who has been for 
many years associated with the work 
of immigration in Boston, took for her 
subject, “Immigration at the Port of 
Entrance.” 

She spoke briefly of the different 
branches of the work of immigration 
as carried on by the State, namely. 
Library work. Educational work, and 
what she designated as the work of 
the Official Friend. 

It was of the latter work that she 
spoke in detail, telling of the many 
ways in which help is given to the 
immigrant, especially at the port of 
entrance. She emphasized the impor- 
tance of creating a good impression 
for America upon the mind of the im- j 
migrant at the start, and told many 
interesting and sometimes pathetic 
cases of those who had come before 
her notice. It was interesting to learn 
that young women travelling alone re- 
ceived first attenton from the workers 
on the pier, then women with chil- 
dren, and, lastly, men, for Mrs. 
Guerney declared that men were 
judged better able to take care of 
themselves in a difficult position than 
were women or young girls. 

Anecdotes of young girls coming 
over to be the brides of men whom 
they had never seen were also inter- 
esting. These, according to the speak- 
er. are always carefully chaperoned 
until they are safely married. 

She touched upon the necessity of 
protecting our country from too great 
a flood of immigrants, but stated that 
in the interests of the immigrant him- 
self, greater «are should be taken on 
the other side. She also called at- 
tention to certain humane changes in 
our laws regarding immigration at 
present under consideration. 

In conclusion, she spoke of this 
country as a piece of tapestry, the 
ground work being represented by tlie 
United States, and the many colored 
threads by the different nationalities 
coming to our shores, and pleaded 
that the white thread of sympathy 
might he always present, that the 
final pattern might be one of match- 
less beauty.

He said, in part: "The 
question for the Board’s consideration 
under this petition is that of the safety 
of the thousands of persons who daily 
use Commonwealth avenue or Centrt? 
street, where these great east-and-west 
and north-and-soutli arteries of travel 
intersect at Newton Centre. If this 
brick structure is erected as planned 
at the southeast corner of the intersec- 
tion, the menace to traffic at this point 
will be gravely increased. Is 1914 the 
city contributed about half and a num- 
ber of public-spirited residents of New 
ton Centre about half to purchase a 
small piece of land at this corner on 
Centre street for the city, which has 
ever since held it, so that the dangers 
of this corner might be lessened. When 
this land was conveyed to the city 
eight years ago it is doubtful if any- 
one then realized that three or four 
times as many automobiles would pass 
that corner in 1922 as in 1914. Great 
as is the need today of a chance to 
see across that corner none of us can 
predict how much greater in 1930 this 
exigency will he. 

“Within the entire confines of the 
city it is doubtful if there is any cor- 
ner with which you are so familiar as 
that of which I speak. That very 
fact shows the need that exists of 
making it as safe for travel as is pos- 
sible. 

“This is not a cause wherein the 
community of « Newton Centre is self- 
ishly asking the Board for some gift 
that is for its exclusive benefit. The 
members of the Board know only too 
well that what promotes the welfare 
and the safety of one of our villages 
bv the same token helps every other 
village in the city equally. Making 
this corner safe is important for the 
family that lives in Auburndale just as 
it is for. the family living m Newton 
Highlands. 

“Not to carry on the work begun by 
tips partnership of the City and of 
those who contributed money to pur- 
chase this corner strip in 1914 by tak- 
ing th’s second step now urged upon 
vou is for the City of Newton to go 
backward not forward, is to blind it- 
self to the plain lessons of the past. 
Public sentiment cannot he ignored.

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EDITORIAL 


The city budget as pnssed by the 
aldermen on Monday night is estimat- 
ed to require n tax rnte the present 
year of about $2** per $1000. or $2 
more per thousand than the rate of 
1921. While the board made a cut 
>of some $72,000 in the figures sub- 
mitted by Mayor Childs, it is said that 
the greater part of that cut was due 
to a matter of bookkeeping. This 
year the Comptroller of Accounts has 
had included in the budget figures 
sufficient appropriations to take care 
of what are known as "supply” ac- 
counts. and these make a substantial 
part of the rather heavy increase over 
the 1921 appropriations. That the 
budget was accepted by the full hoard 
without a single change in the hun- 
dreds of items, shows that the Finance 
Committee had evidently given the 
matter the most thorough considera- 
tion. 

— o — 

Once again we note from the turn- 
out of people at hearings before the 
aldermen on the establishment of 
building lines, and the widening of 
streets to prevent the erection of un- 
wanted buildings, that there is evi- 
dent imperative need for the passage 
of a zoning ordinance and we predict 
that the hearing to he held on this 
measure at the next meeting of the 
city government will bring out a 
record attendance. 

The estimated tax rate of $26 for 
the current year indicates that the $21 
rate of last year was entirely due to 
the change in the method of estimat- 
ing the receipts for that year. For- 
tunately that estimate of last August 
was within the total of the actual re- 
ceipts for 1921. The present year, 
however, having no such reserve to 
call upon must stand on its own 
merits.— hence the possible increase 
to approximately the rate of 1920, 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


There has been floods of so-called 
oratory this week on the hill, par- 
ticularly in the House, but not much 
progress. The figures show that the 
Legislature is far behind the work of 
last year, and prorogation will evi- 
dently be several weeks later than in 
1921. 

Many Newton people were interest- 
ed in the fate of the bill to repeal 
compulsory vaccination, which was 
finally killed this week in the Senate 
by a two to one vote. The Senate also 
killed the very good bill of Represen- 
tative Rice, providing a method for 
removal of mayors for malfeasance in 
office. 

The annual reception given by Gov- 
ernor Cox to members of the Legisla- 
ture took place Tuesday evening, and 
was a brilliant social event. Attorney- 
General and Mrs. J. Weston Allen 
were in the receiving line with the 
Governor and other State officers. An 
excellent entertainment of music and 
monologues was given in the Senate 
chamber after the formal reception, 
the music being in charge of Mr. A. 
H. Handley. 

Governor Cox is receiving much 
deserved praise for his appointment 
of former Senator Herbert A. Wilson 
as Police Commissioner and Mr. Wil- 
son is expected to measure up to the 
high standard which was maintained 
by his predecessor, the late Hon. Ed- 
win V. Curtis. 

The House yesterday took a most 
unusual step, when in passing a re- 
solve for the usual printing contract 
for the State it insisted on a provi- 
sion which recognizes a 44-liour week 
in the printing trade. It was an event 
which may lead to far-reaching con- 
sequences in the future. 

The House this week passed a bill 
providing that the tuition of pupils at- 
tending continuation schools in cities 
other than where they reside, shall be 
paid by their home city or town. The 
worst feature of the hill was a provi- 
sion that the amount of such tuition 
fee should be fixed by the commis- 
sioner of education, with the sky as 
the limit, so far as the bill itself pro- 
vided. and in addition is one more 
step in the concentration of educa- 
tional authority at the State House.

DUE TO BODILY DISORDERS 

Scientist Thus Explains the Striking 
Differences Between Various 
Races of Mankind. 

Assuming thnt the various existing 
races of mankind are descended from 
a common stock, how are to be ox- 
1 hi 'tie] such striking differences ns 
these thnt distinguish, for example, the 
Chinaman from tlie Anglo-Saxon, and 
the Anglo-Saxon from the negro? Prof. 
Arthur Keith recently discussed this 
question in an address before the an- 
thropological section of the Brit- 
ish association. 

He believes thnt tlie key to this prob- 
lem Is to he found through studying 
the disturbances and disorders that oc- 
casionally afreet tlie development and 
growth of the human body; especially 
those due to n functional derangement 
of one or more of the glands of inter- 
nal secretion — the pituitary, thyroid, 
pineal, ndrennl and other glands. In 
some manner not yet understood, the 
functions, carried on in their glands 
regulate not only the dimensions of 
the body, but also the shape and size 
of each individual part. 

The racial features of the Mongo- 
lian type are imitated by growing Eu- 
ropeans who are affected by deficiency 
disorders of the thyroid gland. The 
features of the negro can best he ac- 
counted for by tlie nature of the 
growth-regulating mechanism centered ■ 
in the thyroid and suprarenal glands. 
European features are connected with 
a dominance in the functions or tlie 
pituitary. 

Scientists hope Hint a thorough 
study of the still obscure subject of 
tlie so-called “ductless” glands will pro- 
vide th<» means of regulating to some 
extent, the future evolution of the hu- 
man race. 


BEETLES AS HAIR RESTORERS 


Species of Insect That Has Peculiar 
Properties Found in Many 
Parts of Europe. 

Of the thousands of people who use 
hair-restorers, few know that the hair- 
growing power of these preparations 
is, in most cases, obtained from 
beetles. 

The particular beetles in question 
are called blister-beetles, and belong 
to the group known as Cantlmrides. 
These Insects, which are abundant ’in 
France, Spain, Sicily and Russia, are 
collected in great numbers and killed 
by being plunged Into strong vinegar. 
They are then dried and ground to a 
fine powder. This powder is soakerl in 
chloroform and tlie mixture distilled. 
The result is cantharldin. 

This cantharidin makes the hair 
grow by causing tiny, invisible blisters 
to form underneath the skin. These 
blisters contain blood-serum — the 
finest tonic in tlie world for worn-out 
hair cells. Tlie blisters do not cause 
any pain. All that is felt is a pleasant 
tingling sensation. 

The beetles themselves use this 
blistering juice as a protection against 
birds and animals which would other- 
wise make a meal of them. 


Don’t Neglect Your Play. 

There are men in tlie world who 
feel thnt tlie whole works would stop 
if they took time enough to play a 
little. That’s ail bosh. The man who 
can play well is usually the fellow 
who can put tlie work across. Some 
have the play spirit so well in hand 
that they make sport of their work. 
It is real pleasure to them. They get 
both recreation and profit from their 
efforts. It’s no wonder they stay 
young in their work. 

And don’t forget that if you would 
succeed you must carry your load. 
It’s a mistake to get out from under 
responsibility. It’s meeting respon- 
sibility that makes progress possible 
Shirkers are not in demand. They 
may put things over occasionally, but 
They do it at the expense of personal 
discount. You can’t afford to do it 
Carry your load like a man. — Grit. 


An Acre. 

The word acre is derived from the 
old Anglo-Saxon word aecer, and Is 
identical with the Latin word ager, 
meaning a cultivated field. The Eng- 
lish acre consists of 4,840 square 
yards, or 43,560 square feet. If your 
field Is a rectangle, that is, having 
four sides and each angle a right 
angle or “square corner,” its area is 
obtained by multiplying tlie length by 
the breadth. If your measurements 
are In rods, the result will he square 
rods; If In yards, square yards; and 
If in feet, square feet. A field 132 
feet by 165 feet of rectangular slum 
contains 21,780 square feet. It is 
therefore, half an acre. But a rec- 
tangular fitdd might be different 
length and width, and yet contain an 
acre. For example, if it Is 330 feet 
long and 66 feet wide it will contain 
21,780 square feet, or half an acre. 


Bat’s Great Value. 

The value of tlie lull as an insect 
destroyer lias been recognized in the 
United States by the erection of mu- 
nicipal bat roosts in San Antonio, 
Texas, and structures similar ill bird 
houses have been set up to encourage 
bats to live in the vicinity of the 
city, where they serve as an import- 
ant cheek to the mosquitoes. In Ja- 
maica there Is no need for such mu- 
nicipal roost, as there are numbers 
of old buildings, whose dark recesses 
furnish lulls with suitable homes. In 
some very old churches great colo- 
nies of these Insect-eating hats have 
taken up quarters, and It is not an 
uncommon sight to see them issuing 
forth shortly before' dusk In streams 
of hundreds.

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The following lnt ter received from 
Mrs. George P Bullard, who has re 
cently visited France, is of Buch In- 
terest to many Newton residents that 
we have requested permission to pub- 
lish it. 

Paris, March 18, 1922. 

We have had a day of profound 
revelation and solemn realization of 
the horrors of modern warfare; a day 
of startling visions of desolation and 
ruin — of desecrated churches, totter- 
ing walls, wavering cornices, slanting 
columns, shattered windows and roof- 
less dwellings; of country laid bare 
and waste, so that the earth seemed 
to shriek In protest, with not a blade 
of grass, a single tree, hardly a black- 
ened stump remaining! Of towns 
wiped completely out of existence by 
the ruthlessness of waifare; of vil- 
lages once filled with happy homos, 
now a mass of worthless debris, with 
no sign of human existence and no in- 
dication of life, save for the huge 
black crows that hover ominously 
about over the ruins; or broad val- 
leys, once green and peaceful, where 
flocks of sheep grazed and children 
played, now a dreary waste of rubble 
and the debris of war machinery; of 
the cruelty and hidcousness of hatred 
of man to man, country to country. 
No words can describe it! it is nil 
so terrible that the vision seems In- 
credible, and one’s consciousness reels 
and staggers under the horror. For 
such a day was yesterday to us, as 
we went to Verdun and through the 
adjoining towns to Romagne Ceme- 
tery, to pay tribute to the memory of 
Ellery Peabody, Jr. Our train left 
Paris at an early hour — 7.25 in the 
morning — and as if conscious of our 
long prospective journey, for Verdun 
is 174 miles away, it fairly flew over 
the rails, and never stopped to take 
breath until we reached Chateau 
Thierry, 59 miles away. As we left 
Paris the suburbs were thickly 
settled, almost as crowded as the city 
itself, hut as the distance increased, 
the charming French landscape began 
to appear. The country broadened — 
green fields and attractive homes, 
with blossoming cherry and plum 
trees set In their walled gardens, were 
seen. The spaces broadened still 
more, and we came into the farming 
district, where men were turning fur- 
row of interminable length, with 
four horses in a plow. We saw long 
perspectives of low hills and fertile 
rolling plains, with groups of farm 
buildings of plastered walls and red- 
tiled roofs, softened into subdued 
tones of color by time and weather. 
We had crossed the canal of St. Denis 
shortly after leaving Paris, and soon 
we discovered the river Marne, first 
on our left, then on our right, then 
left again. The lovely green water 
was rippling in the morning sun, 
sometimes flowing broad and free, 
sometimes diverted and confined into 
narrow canals, with pretty turf-bound 
tow-paths on either side. Often the 
river hunks were lined with long 
rows of tall, straight willows, like 
files of sentinels, and high up in the 
topmost branches there were large 
green clusters of mistletoe growing, 
in greater abundance than I have 
ever seen it anywhere. On the left 
as we journeyed on, beyond the

Marne, wc saw a long ridgo of land 
ligainst the horizon, no other than 
"The Hilltop on the Marne,” of which 
Miss Mildred Aldrich wrote so graphi- 
cally. There were numerous little 
hamlets on Its slopes and in the val- 
ley, euch one dominated by a pretty 
country church, and usually by uu old 
chateau- a testimonial to former feu- 
dal or seignorial days. Put soon ull 
this luxuriance of smiling fields and 
valleys disappeared. The earth be- 
gan to look as If barred by low ant- 
hills of great length that crossed and 
recrossed each other. We saw enorm- 
ous abandoned warehouses of govern- 
ment property and huge masses of 
material — lumber, rails, planks, stoves 
and innumerable piles of corrugated 
sheet Iron stacked up by the railroad. 
The earth began to look more and 
more burrowed and uneven, with low 
openings in the depressions, and we 
realized that the whole, region was 
honeycombed with trenches. Oe- 
cassionally we saw great pits, from 
which huge piles of gravel, rocks and 
earth had been scattered by bombs or 
exploding shells. But It was not un- 
til we reached Dormans that we had 
our first realization of devastated 
homes and demolished buildings. The 
Germans occupied It in 1918, and from 
here started their "Lindendorf Peace 
Battle.” From here through every 
town to Verdun we saw the ter- 
rible ravages of war. At Chalons-sur- 
Marne we left that lovely river flow- 
ing southward, and a little further on 
we crossed the Aisne. We reuched 
Verdun at noon, and having lunched 
en route, we took a motor for Ro- 
magne Cemetery, 42 kilometres away. 
The town of Verdun is beautifully 
situated on a hill overlooking the 
Meuse, and as we drove through the 
streets we saw the havoc and de- 
struction of German fire. The Ca- 
thedral and Bishop’s Palace, as well 
as the college, church and public 
buildings, were reduced almost to 
ruins. Hanging girders, skeleton fa- 
cades, sections of windows with the 
fragments of melted stained glass 
clinging here and there — broken but- 
tresses — demolished homes were seen 
on every side. The old city gates were 
hut little damaged, but there was 
hardly a building that had escaped 
the baptism of fire. Then we started 
out for Ronmgne, and passed through 
the villages of Charily, Esnes and 
Malancourt, of which there were only 
heaps of stones left. The four forts 
on the surrounding hills were pointed 
out to us. The land was all honey- 
combed with trenches. This region is 
quite high, and is called "Les Collie 
de France.” On one side the fire was 
so hot and furious that the hill was 
called “La Cote du Poivre (Pepper).” 
There was not a vestige of human 
habitation or life visible. Everywhere 
was desolation. The very substruc- 
ture of the earth seemed to have come 
to the surface, and all the luxuriance 
and cultivation that the industry of 
man for many years — assisted by Na- 
ture — had patiently realized, had van- 
ished completely. The earth was 
strewn with painted iron staves that 
had held the barriers of barbed wire, 
of which great rolls were seen in 
every direction. There were fallen 
telegraph poles and fixtures, wires 
dangling in the wind, and occasionally 
a blackened stump. At Montfaucon, 
which was the headquarters of the 
German army, there were only a few 
crumbling walls left, with the excep- 
tion of one house, which served as an 
watch the fighting. Here we left the 
ouservatory for the Crown Prince to 
car to visit the house, which the for- 
mer owner showed us. In the centre 
a structure of thick concrete walls 
had been built from a cavern below 
the foundation to the roof, and in this 
tlie periscope was installed, from 
which the German Crown Prince safe- 
ly watched the fighting from his cav- 
ern below. We resumed our journey, 
and soon across the valley on a dis- 
tant hill we caught sight of the top of 
a flagstaff, and in another moment we 
beheld our own beloved Stars and 
Stripes at perpetual half-mast, as it 
stand guard over the graves of 25,000 
of our soldiers who fell in the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive. It was a scene 
that went straight to your heart, that 
sea of white crosses under our flag. 
The sun streamed over the whole 
area, and birds made the air sweet 
with song. We found an officer at the 
entrance building, to whom we sub- 
mitted our permit (as removals are 
being made all the time, visitors are 
not admitted), and he soon conducted 
us to the spot where, with dim eyes, 
we saw the one cross we had jour- 
neyed so many miles to see. Its in- 
scription, in black letters, read; 

ELLERY PEABODY, JR., 

Sgt. Bat. A, 101 F. A. 

We stood there silently for some 
minutes, realizing afresh the loss of 
a life of so much promise, and as that 
sea of white crosses wavered in our 
uncertain vision, we wondered if there 
could be another one that stood for 
the sacrifice of as much line manliness 
and character. The officer in charge 
sketched for us as we walked away n 
plan for the completion of the ceme- 
tery as submitted to the authorities. 
Of the 25,000 soldiers originally buried 
there, 14,000 only are remaining; 11,- 
000 have already been sent home to 
America, which necessitated many re- 
movals so as to concentrate the 
graves. This has, of course, obliterat- 
ed all the turf, which they told us was 
very beautiful last summer. It is pro- 
pose to build a chapel, to lay out a 
small artificial lake, to plant avenues 
of trees, and eventually to replace the 
white wooden crosses with marble 
ones. As we reached the side path we 
paused, nnd with bowed heads and 
reverent hearts we looked across the 
wavering lines of white in farewell to 
one sacred spot. 

Our way hack to Verdun took us 
through Cuuel, Consenvoye and Bras, 
everywhere the same ruin and desolu- 
tion met our eyes. The hills and 
fields covering net works of trenches, 
broken utr-motors. staves and rolls of 
barbed wire strewn over the ground. 
In some places the entanglements had 
not been removed, and there were 
rows upon rows of barriers. We 
passed uiuiiy cemeteries — our chauf- 


feur pointed them out. The French 
graves were marked with white cross- 
es, us those of our American hoys at 
Romagne had been, and pointing to 
one, our driver would say, ”5,000 of 
our soldiers sleep there” — to another, 
"8,000 of our men Hleep there” — "3,000 
there." German soldiers’ graves were 
marked with black crosses, and oc- 
casionally we passed n cemetery that 
hud both black and white crosses. 
They had been buried as they fell In 
conflict. On the way over to Romagne 
our driver indicated the lines where 
the terrible conflict between the Ger- 
mans and the French wuh continued 
dully for over two months, each line 
gaining and retreating by inches, ami 
here It was that the French watch- 
word became, "They shall not pass.” 

It was not until September of 1918 
that Montfaucon was taken from the 
enemy by the American troops. Great 
tribute is paid to them, and the man 
who showed us through the house at 
Montfaucon. the headquarters of the 
German Crown Prince, was very 
proud of a portrait of the American 
officer in command, and a letter from 
him. Nicholson, I think his name was. 
The house was in a ruinous state, and 
we had to "mind our steps" as we 
walked over loose hoards and broken 
stairways. Just before we came to 
Verdun on our homeward journey, we 
came in sight of a section of the val- 
ley of the Meuse, which seemed to 
have been outside of the range of the 
German guns. On the left we saw 
desolation and ruin, but fa> down on 
the right the lovely river flowed be- 
tween Its tree-shaded banks and shim- 
mered in the bright sunshine, a scene 
of peace ami quiet, which we were 
glad to experience after the horrors of 
the ruined towns. N. J. B.

A membership campaign, to he con- 
ducted systematically and under com- 
petent direction, was decided upon by 
r lie new board of directors of the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce at the 
Initial meeting; of the board at the 
Newton Club on Monday of this week. 
The proposed campaign is to take 
place within a few weeks, and plans 
are already being developed to make 
It a complete success and enable the 
Chamber to soon exert an active In- 
fluence 1 along lines that will develop 
true civic consciousness and stimulate 
a desire on the part of the citizens of 
Newton to consider and take advan- 
tage of every opportunity for com- 
munity betterment and progress. 

Tentative plans for the campaign 
were presented by the secretary, and 
these were discussed at length, per- 
fected, and adapted to the peculiari- 
ties of the city and its scattered busi- 
ness and residential districts. That 
there is a large number of Newton 
citizens who would be glad to co- 
operate in carrying on the work of 
tne chamber, as soon as its objec- 
tives, purposes and opportunities 
could he properly brought to their 
attention, was the unanimous opinion 
of the members of the hoard. 
The campaign will be so developed 
that practically every citizen who is 
not now a member will not only be 
given a direct and personal invitation 
to join the Chamber, but will also be 
acquainted with the general purposes 
of the C hamber, the specific things 
that it plans to do and hopes to ac- 
complish during the present year, and 
the reasons why it is believed that 
every public-spirited citizen should 
co-operate in its work. 

Several members of the new hoard 
of directors agreed voluntarily to 
serve as members of the membership 
campaign committee, and other mem- 
bers of the Chamber were appointed 
tentatively. Plans for the campaign 
will be developed as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and interesting announcements 
along these lines may he anticipaten 
within the coming two weeks. 

President Frank L. Richardson pre- 
sided at the Monday evening meeting 
of the board. Much routine and 
special business was transacted, and 
considerable time given to the dis- 
cussion of proposed activities of the 
Chamber, some of which were recom- 
mended for consideration by the pro- 
gram committee, and others suggest- 
ed by members of the hoard. The 
president was authorized to appoint 
a chamber publicity committee of five 
members, and was also authorized to 
appoint three delegates to the Mas- 
sachusetts State Chamber. Thursday 
evening, April 27, was chosen as the 
date for the next regular meeting of 
the Chamber. It is hoped to arrange 
a program for this meeting that will 
result in the largest attended, most 
enthusiastic and most profitable meet- 
ing yet conducted by the Chamber. 

file tilings which the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce is going to do 
is a matter that has already been 
given much thought and consideration 
by a special program committee, and 
by the new board of directors, indi- 
vidually and as a whole. That there 
are many opportunities for the Cham- 
ber to render valuable service to the 
city and its people along both civic 
and business lines is already appar- 
ent. 

That the members of the Chamber 
may offer their opinions and sugges- 
tions, and that the Chamber may bene- 
fit from the combined thought of its 
entire membership, the secretary has 
been instructed to send out a ques- 
tionnaire, inviting and urging every 
member to state one or more objec- 
tives and activities which lie believes 
the Chamber should adopt as a part 
of its program of work. This ques- 
tionnaire will he mailed in the im- 
mediate future, and it is hoped every 
member will take advantage of this 
opportunity to express his personal 
opmion and to assist the program 
committee and directors in determ- 
ining the most important matters 
worthy of the immediate attention of 
the Chamber. 

The office of the Chamber, in the 
Bacon building, at 277 Washington 
street, is now open daily during regu- 
lar business hours, from ii A. M. to 
5 l\ M.. with a competent person in 
charge at all times. Members of the 
Chamber are invited to make use of 
its facilities and to make inquiries at 
any time.

Newton has become one of the 
greatest cities in Massachusetts, ac- 
cording to the last census. Washing- 
ton street is the great shopping dis- 
trict. lined with stores from Newton 
to West Newton. There are a few 
stores on the crossing streets where 
the villages used to be, hut they have 
very little trade. 

The beautiful boulevard of Walnut 
street is n direct truck line from north 
to south, though one side is kept for 
the many visitors passing through to 
see the buildings of nation-wide fame. 
The Junior High School in Newton- 
ville, now over twenty years old, is 
still gazed upon with admiration. It 
is from here that many of the present- 
day politicians received their first 
instructions in business'. Farther on 
up Walnut street is a famous land- 
mark. the Central Congregational 
Church. To this place of worship 
come crowds of people every Sunday, 
which fill the auditorium to overflow- 
ing. The churches are all well at- 
tended now because of the unflagging 
work of the Newtonville Church Coun- 
cil. 

The Community House, which was 
dedicated to the World War veterans, 
is another point of Interest along this 
highway. It is situated next to the 
Newton Classical High School, and is 
visited daily by pupils using its spa- 
cious library, as well as its recreation 
hall. Before it rises an impressive 
statue of bronze, around which are 
tablets inscribed with the battles and 
names of the Newton men who fought 
in that great World War. 

In the triangle hounded by Homer 
and Walnut streets, and Common- 
wealth avenue, the new marble City 
Hall has just been completed and 
dedicated to the venerable Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs. The honorable 
Mayor is now retiring after thirty and 
more years of faithful work for the 
city. During his reign Newton has 
become the centre of trade and so- 
ciety. Great tracts of land in South 
Newton have been made into spacious 
parks. The railroads have been elec- 
trified, but are of convenience to the 
pool er people only, as the modern 
vehicles have become so much more 
popular than the slow methods of 
travel used in 1022. In fact, the,only 
improvement to be made in order for 
Newton to become an ideal city, is 
the completion of the docks on the 
Charles River. Nevertheless, soon 
these will he in use, and ocean liners 
will he wending up and down the 
beautiful stream carrying the ship- 
ments from the Old World to the New.

Surviving him are a widow; a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Martha Gifford Hadden of 
Newton; a brother, Paul C. Gifford of

Grant Person officiating. The burial 
was in Pocnssett Cemetery, Provi- 
dence, R. 1 . where Rev. Charles Mc- 
Cauley assisted Rev. Dr. Person.

DEATH OF >1 K. UNDERWOOD 


Mr. Frank Henry Underwood, a resi- 
dent of Auburndale for the past 29 
years, died on Sunday at his home on 
Commonwealth avenue, after several 
months of failing health, although he 
was not seriously ill until some three 
weeks ago. Mr. Underwood took an 
active interest in the social and po- 
litical life of the community, and 
served as alderman from Ward 4 for 
the six years beginning 1905. 

He was born in Tolland, Conn., the 
son of Henry and Emily Cook (Haw- 
kins) Underwood. While a resident of 
Tolland he was president of the Un- 
derwood Belting Company. Fie be- 
came a resident of Auburndale when 
his business affairs called. him to Bos- 
ton, where for many years he was 
senior partner in the Underwood Ma- 
chinery Co. He was a member of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi 
neer . 

Mr. Underwood is survived by his 
widow, two sons, Messrs. Frank E. 
Underwood of Newton Centre, and Mr. 
William K. Underwood of Auburn- 
dale; two daughters, Mrs. Ethel Sur- 
beck of Melrose and Mrs. Gladys 
Foote of New Bedford, and by three 
■ sisters, Miss M. L. Underwood of Tol- 
land, Conn., Mrs. H. E. Birdseye of 
Glen Ridge, X. J., and Mrs. C. F. Birds- 
eye of Westmont, X. J. 

Funeral services were held on 
Wednesday afternoon, in charge of 
Rev. Dr. William C. Gordon of Ware, 
a former pastor of the Auburndale 
Congregational Church, and the body 
was placed in the receiving tomb at 
the Newton Cemetery.

Where Your 
Taxes Go 

How Uncle Sam Spends 
Your Money in Conduct- 
ing Your Business

THIS WAS YOUR MONEY 

Consider for a moment, If you will, 
some further ligures. This Is your 
money I urn talking about. 

For every flscul year from 1800 to 
1898, inclusive, there was a surplus of 
receipts over expenditures. During 
this period of 28 years the surplus of 
receipts over expenditures totaled $1,- 
920,205,018.41. 

For the fiscal years 1894 to 1899, In- 
clusive, the expenditures exceeded the 
receipts in the aggregate of $283,022,- 
091.14. For the fiscal years 1900 to 
1004, inclusive, the surplus of receipts 
over expenditures aggregated’ $810,- 
810,105.04. For 1905 the expenditures 
exceeded the receipts by $78,770,- 
022.30. 

For the years 1910 to 1914, Inclus- 
ive, the receipts exceeded the expendi- 
tures by $149,024,404.27. For 1915 
the expenditures exceeded the receipts 
by $38,488,031.53. For 1910 the re- 
ceipts exceeded the expenditures by 
$55,171,553.59, and for 1917 there was 
u deficit of $29,724,804.73. 

From 1800 to 1917, inclusive, the re- 
ceipts exceeded the expenditures for 
each year with the exception of 1S94, 
1S95, 1890, 1S97, 1898, 1899, 1905, 1908, 

1909, 1915 and 1917. The total amount 
by which the expenditures exceeded 
the receipts for these 11 years just 
named, is $448,760,744.70. For the 52 
fiscal years, 1800 to 1917, inclusive, 
the receipts exceeded the expenditures 
in 41 years, the total of such excess 
for that period being $2,591,453,184.10. 

For the fiscal years 1S00 to 1910, the 
revenues were raised through an in- 
direct system of taxation. Beginning 
with the fiscal year ending June 30, 

1910, tlie receipts from direct methods 
of taxation have usually grown eacli 
fiscal year, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing table:

The number of corporations mak- 
ing income tax returns showing tax- 
able income, aggregated 52,408 in the 
calendar year 1009, and that number 
increased to 232,070 for the calendar 
year 1017. The number of individuals 
making personal income tax returns 
aggregated 357, 50S for the calendar 
year 1013, and that number increased 
to 3,472,890 for the calendar year 191' 

For the fiscul year 1909 the total 
ordinary receipts aggregated $003,589,- 
489.84, of which $300,711,933.95 came 
from customs duties, $240,212,043.59 
came from internal revenue, and the 
balance was received from the sale of 
public lands and other miscellaneous 
items; whereas, for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1919, the total re- 
ceipts from customs amounted to $184, 
457,807.39, while the internal revenue, 
including income taxes and corpora- 
tion and excess profits taxes, amounted 
to $3,839,950,612.05. 

So you will see that until 1910 the 
money you paid toward the support 
of the government was slipped away 
from you so easily that you hardly 
knew anything ubout it. You did not 
know that you were paying taxes to 
the national government. 

Indirect taxation is tho most se- 
ductive form of raising public rev- 
enue. You never came in contact with 
tin? federal government except when you 
bought a postage stamp. But now you 
know it every time you buy u drink at 
a soda fountain, or a bottle of medi- 
cine, or sand a telegram, or make a 
long-distance telephone call, or per- 
form any one of a score of other nor- 
mal activities of daily life. Some- 
thing must be put in the kitty for the 
government. Its annual rukeofi! runs 
into the billions. You puy it and the 
government spends it. 

Blit all that part of tho party is 
about over now. The oysters have 
been eaten and put in the hill. They 
must ho paid for. It is perfectly clear 
that in the future by far the greater 
part of the revenue required for eon- 
ducting t ho public business must come 
from direct tuxes. It is also clear 
t hat tho ordinary expenses for run- 
ning the government will in future 
probably exceed four billion dollars a 
year. That is a lot of money to take 
out of your pockets, and mine. Hadn’t 
we better see what is done with it, and 
whether we can save any of it? Con- 
gress, which is very far-sighted, and 
able, when Its own skin Is concerned, 
to distinguish a hawk from u hand 
saw at a very great dlstunce, is be- 
ginning to take notice.

REMEDY IN YOUR HANDS 

I have been usked many times, and 
particularly since this series begun : 
“What Is the remedy for the condition 
and situation of government business 
that you have described? What can 
we, the average man or woman with- 
out influence, and with no knowledge 
of politics, what can we do about it?” 

Well, the answer is that you can do 
everything about it. The remedy lies 
wholly within your own hands, as I 
have tried to point out in eacli one 
of tlie articles that have preceded 
this one. It is a remedy easy to pre- 
scribe hut, I confess, difficult to put 
Into effect. 

DifHcult, I mean, in the sense that 
you will have to give up time from 
your own engrossing privnte uffairs to 
pay some attention to what you prob- 
ably think of as public affairs and, as 
such, not concerning you. The whole 
point I have to make is that public 
affairs are your affairs. 

I do not suggest that you go Into 
politics. I do not suggest that you 
attend political meetings. I do sug- 
gest that you take an interest, a direct 
personal interest, in the business of 
government as distinguished from the 
politics of government. 

A part of tlie remedy you ask for 
the conduct of the business of govern- 
ment has been applied when the facts 
mid tlie conditions are spread broad- 
cast and made known to every tax- 
payer. Bad conditions are In a way 
to he remedied when they become 
known. 

But some hundreds of you have 
written me and asked : “How can we 
help? Wlmt can we do?” Let’s take a 
concrete case. 

Congress has committed itself to the 
policy of building twenty first-class 
battleships in tlie next few years. 
Armed and equipped, those battleships 
will cost in tlie neighborhood of $45,- 
000.000 each. That will make a total 
cost of $000,000,000; that is, just short 
of a billion dollars. 

Do you approve that expenditure? 
Do you think it wise anil necessary? 
Do you think we ought to spend our 
money that way? Do you think we 
ought to spend SO or 00 per cent 
of our total national Income for wars, 
past, present and prospective? That 
is wlmt we are doing. If you approve 
of it you have only fo sit still and 
say nothing. If you disapprove of It, 
let your congressman know. 

You live in a congressional district 
and every two years you send a man 
here to Washington to attend to your 
public business. Do you know him? 
Do you know what he is doing here? 
Your stnte 1ms two senators, who also 
represent you here. If they do not 
represent you fairly, you can keep 
them at home. Whatever a majority 
of you want you can have. 

To tills moment a majority have 
approved, at least by silence, the great 
military expenditures that have been 
made from the money you have paid 
In taxes. If now you have come to 
the conclusion that it is too much, you 
have only to say so. 

Do you realize that this conference 
on the limitation of armament which 
President Harding called arose fun- 
damentally out of the circumstance 
that all of tlie so-called big nations 
are paying more than they can afford 
to pay by way of preparation for war? 

The endeavor to find a formula to 
limit armaments is another way of 
saying that tlie nations are trying to 
find n way to save money. Since the 
war tlie great powers are all living 
beyond their means. All of them are 
In debt. All of them, except ourselves, 
owe more thnn they can pay. In nil 
of them, Including the United States, 
government expenses are running be- 
yond government Income. A nation 
can no more stand that sort of tiling 
thnn a private person or a private 
business. 

If you will devote a half hour or 
;m hour every evening to thinking 
about and talking about public busi- 
ness you will be amazed a t tlie 
prompt response you will get. If there 
is any question you want t<» ask, write, 
to your congressman <>r to either one 
of your senators. That will cost you 
two cents for a postage stamp, and it 
won’t cost him anything to reply, for 
Ills letters go through the mails free. 
That is one way of helping to remedy 
the present condition.

TO RELIEVE UNEMPLOYMENT 


An earnest effort to relieve the un- 
employment situation in Newton is to 
he made by the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce through the establishment 
of an unemployment bureau at its of- 
fice at 277 Washington street, New- 
ton. This action is taken with the 
full approval of Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs and those representatives of 
various organizations who attended 
the conference at City .Hall last week 
on the unemployment situation in 
Newton. 

At that time it was felt tlint what 
was most needed was some medium 
that could serve as a clearing house, 
where Newton citizens who were out 
of work could register, and where 
employers who desired help could se- 
cure men promptly, and with some 
assurance that help secured in that 
way would be adapted to their needs. 
The services and facilities of the Now- 
ton Chamber were tendered by the 
officers of the Chamber, and arrange- 
ments for opening the bureau at once 
were completed nt a conference on 
Thursday between Mayor Childs and 
the secretary. Six men have already 
been provided wth permanent jobs 
through the efforts of the Chamber, 
and an effort will he made to assist 
as many others ns possible with either 
temporary or permanent positions. 

All Newton citizens who are out of 
work are invited to call at the office 
of the Chamber, at 277 Washington 
street, Room 24, as early as con- 
venient, and register for positions as 
soon as they are available. Any em- 
ployer who seeks more help, either 
temporarily or permanently, is urged 
to get in touch with the Chamber, 
cither by calling at the office or by 
telephoning Newton North 1153-W. 
Inquiries will also he welcomed front 
any residents of the city who seek 
help about their estates, or any per- 
son who desires to employ one or 
more persons for any class of work. 

Registrants will he carefully classi- 
fied and an effort made to meet, as 
nearly as possible, the exact needs of 
each employer, with the thought that 
the bureau can be made of real ser- 
vice to not only those who are out of 
work, but also to employers in provid- 
ing the right kind of help. The Cham- 
ber office is open daily from 9 A. M. 
to 5.15 P. M.. and until 1 o’clock on 
Saturdays, The following is a letter 
written by Mayor Childs, endorsing 
the plan outlined by the Chamber: 

My dear Mr. Mowry: 

1 appreciate your interest in the 
matter of unemployment in this city, 
and I believe with you that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce can render most 
valuable service to nien looking for 
workers and men looking for work. 

Chambers of Commerce in other 
cities are handling the unemployment 
situation, and I fully approve of the 
establishment of a bureau by our local 
Chamber. I shall he glad to do all in 
my power to assist you, and I hope 
that you will feel free to call on me 
at any time. 

If publicity can be given to the fact 
that the Chamber is undertaking this 
work. I am sure that the situation 
here in Newton, which is less acute 
than in many places, will be to a great 
extent relieved.

built up with residences a piggery, a 
glue factory or a hennery. A com- 
munity of homes has along these 
lines certain already recognized 
rights. The people who live in them 
must not be offended by certain, un- 
pleasant, offensive, and unhealthy 
odors. 

Ought a community of homes to 
have more protection than it now has, 
ought those who settle in it to have 
more assurance than they have now 
that the value of their property and

the desirability of it as sites 
homes shall not be injured or 
stroyed by the erection of buildings 
which will make the neighborhood 
about them undesirable for homes. 

Does the preservation of individual 
rights require that the law and the 
community shall not attempt to regu- 
late the use of purchased land for 
blackmailing and blackjacking pur- 
poses? 

As a country we are shutting the 
doors against undesirable immigrants. 
We are shutting out certain people 
from the country for the country’s 
good. Has a city on a small scale a 
right to do us far as it can what the 
nation is attempting to do on a larger 
scale? Has a city the right to do all 
that it can to preserve itself as a de- 
sirable place in which self-respecting, 
law-abiding people may find it pleas- 
ant to live and profitable to do busi- 
ness? Has a city a right to say to 
those who would attempt to exploit it 
to its undoing "You shall not be of us 
unless you are willing to help us car- 
ry on, what we have we have built, 
what we have built we intend to pre- 
serve. What you would build we do 
not wish, if you wish to build as you 
wish settle and develop for yourself 
land undeveloped where you may 
tablish for yourself such a community 
as you would have.” 

Has an outsider a right to buy land 
in a city and by right of purchase so 
use that land as to decrease the value 
of surrounding property? Is it good 
city policy to encourage building that 
destroys established taxable values? 

Natural growth is a desirable thing. 
But there are different kinds of nat- 
ural growth. There is the tree that 
grows to be the monarch of the for- 
est and the fungi, the parasites, whose 
growth means death to that on which 
they grow. Weeds kill the crop. Man 
has learned the lesson of ordered nat- 
ural growth and productive, cared-for 
orchards have succeeded huddled, 
scruggly trees bearing useless, bitter 
fruit. 

The nation is waking to the truth 
that to preserve its institutions it 
must care for them, it must keep out 
those who Would enter simply for 
their own selfish interests, willing to 
attain their ends if necessary by de- 
stroying what has been achieved. The 
leech fattens and lives by killing. The 
south end of Boston, a great district, 
once peopled by prosperous home- 
owners, where now property rarely 
sells for its assessed value, speaks a 
lesson to Newton. 

In deciding the question of the 
adoption of the zoning system New- 
tonians must decide whether they have 
in Newton anything which they wish 
to preserve and continue. It is a ques- 
tion for Newtonians to decide for 
themselves. What the outsider thinks 
need not matter at ail. Those who 
have built and settled have the right 
to rule, have the right to say in what 
kind of a city they wish to have their 
homes, in what kind of a city they 
wish to live and bring up their chil- 
dren. Whut they should strlvo for is 
to hold fast to tliut which they have 
which Is good and in holding fust take 
cure not to surrender or take from 
others rights which ought to ho re 
tulned.

Secretary Mellon of the treasury. In 
a letter to Representative Fordney, 
chairman of the committee on ways 
and means of the house of representa- 
tives, says: “Ordinary expenditures 
for the first three quarters of the fis- 
cal year, 1021, have been $3,783,771,- 
000.74, or at the rate of about $5,000,- 
000,000 for the year. . . According 
to the latest estimates of the spending 
departments. . . ordinary expendi- 

tures during the fiscal year, 1022, In 
eluding interest on the public debt, 
will he over $4,000,000,000. 

"The nation ennnot continue to 
spend at this shocking rate. As the 
President said In his message, the bur- 
den Is unbearable, and there are two 
avenues of relief, 'One Is resistance 
In appropriation and the other is the 
utmost economy In administration.’ ” 

R. C. Leffingwell, formerly an assis- 
tant secretary of the treasury, whom 
I have quoted previously In these ar- 
ticles, and who is still deeply and ac- 
tively interested in securing retrench- 
ment in national expenditures, com- 
menting on this utterance of Secretary 
Mellon, says: “Why should there be 
retrenchment In public expenditure? 
Why does the secretary of the treas- 
ury speak of current and estimated ex- 
penditures as shocking? What is the 
evil that we are discussing and what 
is Its effect? 

“Government expenditures must he 
met from taxes. To the extent that 
they nre met promptly from tnxes and 
from honest taxes directly laid upon 
the incomes of the people, and in pro- 
portion to those incomes, exaggeration 
of the evil of government expenditure 
is avoided. Government expenditure 
takes the money of all the people for 
the supposed benefit of a portion of 
the people, honestly or dishonestly, 
equally or unequally, avowedly by di- 
rect taxation, or surreptitiously by the 
Indirect taxation which results from 
inflation of currency and credit and 
of the public debt. 

“Government expenditure tnkes the 
fruits of the earth and the labor of 
the people and diverts them from the 
productive and reproductive enter- 
prises of men, from the natural enjoy- 
ment of the men, who by their pru- 
dence, foresight and effort, created the 
wealth and made It available, to the 
sometimes benevolent and sometimes 
belligerent, but almost always econom- 
ically wasteful, purposes of govern- 
ment. 

“Government exploits all of us for 
the benefit, or supposed benefit, of 
some of us. Yielding to the vague 
aspirations of men for a better world 
or a better distribution of the good 
things of this earth, government Im- 
poses upon all of us ever-increasing 
burdens in the effort to benefit vocif- 
erous and organized minorities. 

"Each of the executive departments 
is concerned to improve its service 
and to discover new and useful fields 
of service. The entire organization 
of the army, of the navy, of each of 
the departments, Independent offices 
and agencies of the government, is de- 
voted to an important task. Its par- 
ticular function seems of vital use- 
fulness, even necessity. Experts In 
each are alive to its defects and to 
the opportunities for usefulness which 
have not been availed of. 

“The secretary, or other head of 
the department, drawn from private 
life, perhaps wholly ignorant at the 
outset of the nature and extent of its 
problems, promptly becomes the advo- 
cate of the policies and demands of 
his permanent assistants and bureau 
chiefs. If lie does not become such 
advocate, he may break down the 
morale of his organization and possibly 
lose the confidence of his personnel,. 

“Behind it all Is the pressure of or- 
ganized interests in the constituencies, 
which are the beifcttclarles of specific 
expenditures, operating upon politi- 
cians, executive departments, senators 
and congressmen. The strident voice 
of greed is heard in the market place 
and in legislative halls; the voice of 
the people is barely audible. 

"The fact that each project is con- 
sidered separately, without reference, 
either In executive departments or 
congress, to ways and means of financ- 
ing It, prevents concentration of popu- 
lar opinion on the u\\ ful total. All 
agree that there must be economy, hut 
as each item Is presented all seeming- 
ly agree hat that Is not the proper 
field for economy. There must be econ- 
omy, hut there must he a merchant 
marine, whatever the cost. There must 
he economy, hut the government must 
pay high wages to railroad employees 
und furnish transportation on the rail- 
roads at less than cost. There must 
he economy, but the World war sol- 
diers must have their bonus. There 
must he economy, l hit Civil war pen- 
sions must be increased. There must 
he economy, hut we must prepare for 
war, regardless of expense.” 

You know this is true. The new 
budget law will help very much this 
condition, hut unless you are interest* 
ed, continuously, actively, openly In- 
terested. your money will not be saved.

WHY GOOD MEN DODGE 

The government service must look 
lurgely to the graduates from colleges 
anti universities In recruiting for Its 
technical work. Replies to an inquiry 
addressed to some forty of the leading 
colleges and universities of the coun- 
try to discover what class of men took 
civil service examinations, whether 
the number Is decreasing and, if so, 
the reasons, disclose vividly what the 
training schools of technical and scien- 
tific men think about the government 
as an employer. They warn tlie^r 
graduates against government service, 
and the graduates heed the warning. 

Carnegie Institute of Technology, 
at Pittsburgh, reports: 

It is certainly true that the best of our 
graduates are not Interested in govern- 
ment employment because they feel that, 
first of all, it does not pay adequate sal- 
aries, nor does it offer opportunity for 
advancement that private enterprise does. 
This spring I interviewed all the mem- 
bers of the graduating class, except the 
women, and none of them would consider 
government employment, although there 
were many positions open. . . . There 

are now about 1,500 male graduates of the 
institute, and I will venture to state that 
not more than ten are employed by the 
government. 

Replies of similar tenor and import 
were received from the University of 
Chicago, Leland Stanford university, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Princeton university, Indiana univer- 
sity, and the University of Wisconsin. 

Inequality of compensation is one 
of the chief reasons that deter scien- 
tific men from going into the govern- 
ment service. Congress fixes the sal- 
aries of most of tlie government em- 
ployees. I can give a concrete illus- 
tration of how it determines the sal- 
aries of scientific men. 

Dr. Leland O. Howard and Dr. Ed- 
ward W. Nelson are two scientists In 
the employ of the government who 
liuve national reputations. 

The appropriation hill for the De- 
partment of Agriculture was under 
consideration in the house on January 
30th, 1020. The secretary of agricul- 
ture hud been recommending for five 
or six years that Doctor Howard’s 
salary be Increased from $4,500 to $5,- 
000. lie proposed It again in that 
year’s bill. When the Item was reached 
in the discussion on the floor, this col- 
loquy ensued : 

Mr. Stafford — Mister Chairman, I re- 
serve a point of order on the paragraph. 
Is the entomologist whose salary you 
propose to increase the same person rec- 
ommended for an increase last year? 

Mr. Lever— Yes: he has been In the gov- 
ernment service many, many years. 

The Chairman— I make the point of or- 
der. 

Mr. I^ever— I concede it. 

Mr. McLaughlin of Michigan— Will the 
gentleman reserve his point of order? 

Mr. Stafford— I will reserve it. 

•Mr. McLaughlin— The committee made 
the leeommendation to increase the sal- 
ary $5u0, took testimony on It and con- 
sidered it very carefully. In our Judg- 
ment tlie increase in salary ought to be 
made for an official who has been In the 
department, as the chairman says, for a 
long time at the head of this bureau. He 
has performed able and faithful services. 
Tlie salary la less than that paid to the 
heads of other bureaus. We felt, after 
listening to all that was said, and with a 
knowledge of the work he has been doing 
and has done, the salary proposed is not 
too large. 

Mr. Stafford— How Ion# has he been 
there? 

Mr. Lever— He lias been there forty-two 
years. 

Mr. Stafford— What is his age? 

Mr. Lever— Over sixty, perhaps nearer 
seventy, but he is still vigorous and able 
to do good work. He is one of the 
greatest entomologists in the world. 

Tlie Chairman— The point of order is 
sustained. 

Five minutes later the matter of 
Doctor Nelson’s salary was reachtul. 
The secretary of agriculture recom- 
mended an increase of his pay from 
$3,500 to $4,000. Tills happened: 

Mr. Stafford— Mister Chairman, I re- 
serve the point of order on tlie para- 
graph. Will the chairman of the < om- 
mittee inform the iiouse as to how long 
tills biologist lias been In the service 
of tlie government and how long lie has 
been re eivlng tlie present salary of $3,500, 
on which you recommend an Increase of 
$60 j? 

Mr. Lever— Mister Chairman, this gen- 
tleman, whose name is Nelson, lias been 
in tlie service of tlie department since 
November, 1S9U. He 1ms served us chiet 
Held naturalist from 1907 to 1912, uud was 
assistant in cliargu of tlie biological in- 
vest gat ion, from 1913 to 1914. On August 
«j, 1914, lie was appointed assistant chief 
of the bureau, and on December 1, 1916, 
was made chief of the bureau, lie took 
the plat e of Doctor Henshaw. 

Mr. Stafford— And the salary has been 
$3, 50u since 1916? 

Mr. Lever— Yes. 

Mr. Stafford— Whu*. is his age? 

Mr. Lever— I should think that Doctor 
Nelson Is round fifty years of age. 

Mr. Stafford —lie is not superannuated. 

Mr. Lever— Oh. no; he is a very vigor- 
ous man. 

Mr. Htufford—MIstor Chairman, I with- 
draw the point of order. 

Doctor lltcvanl was ,1'ufusetl ids in- 
crease of pa * bccjiusu fit* was too old, 
“over sixty, perhaps nearer seventy." 
Doctor Nelson was allowed ills in-

Is it any won- 
der tlmt scientific men of any attain- 
meals are lulticlunt to enter u service 
where the measure of the value cf 
their services is set down in any such 
haphazard and casual wuy?

Will not all readers consider this 
letter a personal appeal to each man 
to burn all accumulations of brush on 
or near his property at once, in order 
that our feathered guests may not he 
deceived into building to their own de-

An effort is 
made to provide men who are adapted, 
as nearly as possible, to meet the 
needs of the prospective employer, 
with the thought that the bureau may 
be of more service if a real effort is 
made to find a man who really meets 
the qualifications for each position. 
While a majority of those positions 
filled have been in response to re- 
quests for help, several * have been 
placed through - a telephone canvass 
of those who might perhaps need men 
of the type available. 

All citizens who have contemplated 
improvements in mind for their homes 
or estates, or who have need of help 
for the spring “clean-up." are asked 
to get in touch with the Chamber by 
calling Newton North 1153-W, and co- 
operate in the effort being made to 
take care of the many Newton people 
who are out of work. The principal 
call is for outside work, and many 
more calls can he met for work of 
that character. 

All Newton citizens who are out of 
work, especially those with depend- 
ent families, are invited to call at the 
Chamber office at 277 Washington 
street, and to register for positions. 
Several more men who are willing to 
accept temporary positions doing out- 
side work, or to do anything that 
means work and money, can he ac- 
commodated. There has been but 
little call for skilled workmen of the 
various trades, but several men of this 
class have expressed their willingness 
to take anything for the present, and 
have been taken care of on that basis. 
The Newton Welfare Bureau is co- 
operating with the Chamber and has 
assisted in meeting the calls for help. 

The zoning committee of the Cham- 
ber meets this evening at the Newton 
Club, when the reports of the local 
zoning committee will be considered, 
and will be illustrated with maps pre- 
pared by City Engineer Edwin H. 
lingers. An elTort will be made to 
work out recommendations to the 
aldermanic zoning committee which 
will harmonize the recommendations 
made by the local committees, while 
various matters of importance in con- 
nection with the proposed zoning or- 
dinance will he considered from the 
viewpoint of what is best for the city 
as a whole. There are several impor- 
tant questions which must necessarily 
be considered by a committee repre- 
senting the entire city, rather than by 
those representing any particular vil- 
lage or section, and it is believed that 
the Chamber committee can render 
much valuable service along these 
line

NEAVTON CENTRfc RADIO CLUB 


This month has been very busy so 
far for the Newton Centre Radio Club. 
One of the first events was a talk by 
Mr. Emery Davis of Beacon stredt, on 
on his experiences as a radio operator 
during the war. He told of some of 
his experiences as a radio operator 
in France — particularly the Toule 
Sector; and of the French radio equip- 
ment which was used, and the ac- 
curacy required in receiving messages 
of foreign languages. He explained 
some of the code systems used during 
the war. 

He also explained the system used 
on the German border of relaying 
messages; the kind of aerial used for 
trench work, and told of the varied 
k nds of messages received. The 
press reports were usually longest, 
sometimes two thousand words or 
more. He told of one message to one 
of our congressmen reporting on the 
condition and location of one of our 
hoys on the firing line, and another 
message sent out on November 10th, 
commanding ‘hostilities to cease at the 
given hour, thereby ending the war. 

He emphasized the training in pow- 
er of concentration needed to pick out 


the one station sending to your sta- 
tion when a number of stations were 
sending at once on nearly the same 
wave length and could not be tuned 
out. 

The club has also proved its useful- 
ness in the community. On Thursday 
afternoon, April 6th, it gave a radio 
demonstration to a group of twelve 
young boys. This was arranged by 
Mrs. F. E. Banfield, Jr., as an enter- 
tainment after a dinner party for the 
boys given at her home at 84 Hancock 
avenue. Maurice Whittinghill, vice- 
president of the club, gave a talk on 
the various parts of a simple receiv- 
ing set, after which a prominent young 
radio operator in the Centre sent out a 
short concert which we received. Many 
of the boys “listened in” on radio tele- 
phony for the first time. Later in 
the afternoon we received the concert 
and lecture from the Medford Hillside 
station. 

At the last meeting Reginald Perry 
gave a talk on Vacuum Tubes. One 
tube was taken apart to show the 
filament, plate and grid. Many more 
boys report good progress on the sets 
that they are making and getting to- 
gether.

No business corporation, 
however strongly established, coultl 
long endure the heavy annual drain on 
its resources. Hundreds of men leave 
the government service daily; and 
new, untrained people have to he taken 
on and tuuglit to do the work. This 
costs money, as every employer 
knows. 

The resignations from the govern- 
ment service are chiefly from the su- 
pervisory and most highly paid posi- 
tions and from the very lowest grades. 
The men ut the top, if they have any 
initiative or ability or ambition to 
make a name for themselves, are of- 
fered private employment ut double 
or treble or more what the govern- 
ment can pay them. The people in 
the lowest grades leave for private 
employment when opportunity uiTords 
because in too many instances they 
actually cannot keep body and soul 
together on their government pay. 

It is the people in the middle clnsi 
who stay on the longest. The whole 
constant process makes for a steady 
deterioration in the quality of the 
government Service and tends to re- 
tain the mediocre in public employ- 
ment. 

The civil service commission, through 
which the great bulk of government 
employees are brought into the serv 
ice, is acutely aware of tills condition 
Its reports give emphasis to the diffi- 
culty constantly experienced in secur- 
ing and retaining competent employ- 
ees. The rotation in office has become 
increasingly frequent and vitally im- 
pairs the efficiency of the service. 

During the war there was a lower 
rate of turnover in the meclianical 
forces than in outside establishments. 
The proposition of separations, how- 
ever, is excessive in clerical, profes- 
sional and technical positions, in 
which the rate of turnover sometimes 
amounts to a third of the force in a 
year. 

During the nine months preceding 
the armistice more than 60,000 ap- 
pointments were made in the civil 
service and about 28,000 separations 
occurred — that is, for every two ap- 
pointments made one person left the 
service. For u period .of similar length 
following the armistice only 60 per 
cent as muny appointments were made, 
but there were nearly 33 per cent more 
separations. In tills period almost as 
many positions were vacated as were 
filled. 

The exigencies of the war required 
a great expansion of the clerical 
forces at Washington and elsewhere 
and this was accomplished by a labor 
turnover several times above normal. 
The percentage of declinations of ap- 
pointments among eligihles on the civ- 
il service register increased in many 
instances from 30 to more than 50 per 
cent — that is, more than half the men 
and women who successfully passed 
civil service examinations and were 
offered jobs under the government re- 
fused to take them. It is estimated 
tlmt more than 950,000 of those who 
met the test were appointed during 
that time. 

The civil service commission says 
flatly : 

“Those familiar with the federal 
service at Washington know that the 
service is now hampered by the re- 
tention of incompetents whose re- 
moval is rendered difficult by influences 
which are incompatible with the effi- 
ciency of the service. Preferences 
nnd exemptions increasingly clog the 
departments with persons who, no 
matter how Inefficient, are difficult to 
remove, and whose retention tends to 
destroy the discipline of the service.” 

Among these ineificients, of course, 
are the superannuated and the phys- 
ically incapacitated. The bureau of 
efficiency estimated, before the pass- 
age of the superannuation retirement 
law, the number of employees in the 
civil service of the United States sev- 
enty years of age and over as follows;

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

As I was the only alderman who 
voted at the meeting of April 3 against 
the adoption of the budget in the form 
recommended by the committee on 
finance, I feel that 1 ought to make a 
statement of my position in this mat- 
ter. 

During and Immediately after the 
war. the cost of the administration of 
public affairs rose steadily and rap- 
idly throughout the whole country, 
and the burden of taxation mounted 
correspondingly. The total amount 
raised by taxation in Massachusetts 
increased from 93 million dollars in 
1910 to 457 million in 1920. While 
inrgely unavoidable, this increase in 
taxation was none the less regret table. 
A high scale of public expenditure, 
once established, is very difficult to 
recede from; but nevertheless the 
detrimental effect upon the public wel- 
fare of continued high tnxes has led 
almost everywhere to an insistent de- 
mand for reduction in public expendi- 
tures. The general adoption of more 
businesslike methods and the fall in 
the price of many commodities used 
in the public service has made such 
a reduction possible without lowering 
salaries or wages, as is evidenced by 
the expected reduction in the expendi- 
tures of the state for t lie current year 
of five and a half million dollars, in 
the more favorable reports of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Ry. Co., and other public 
service companies, and in the dimin- 
ishing budgets of the more prudently 
administered cities and towns. 

In Newton, however, the citizens 
were faced with a budget not only 
showing no recession from the im- 
mense expenditures of the war period, 
but involving an actual increase of no 
less than $322,000 over the budget of 
the previous year, an increase of over 
13 per cent, in a single year, or seven 
dollars for every man, woman and 
child in Newton, and thirty-nve dol- 
lars for every family. In a single 
evening, all that the taxpayers of New- 
ton would have saved by the limita- 
tion of armaments, by the budget 
economies of Gen. Dawes in the fed- 
eral service, and by the insistence of 
Governor Cox upon economy in the 
administration of state affairs, was to 
be swept away by a« increase in mu- 
nicipal taxation, and the taxpayers of 
Newton faced with an even greater 
aggregate burden of taxation then in 
the previous year. 

On Saturday, April 1, there was 
mailed to each alderman a copy of the 
budget which was to be submitted to 
the board on the following Monday 
evening, containing some 275 items 
and calling for an appropriation of 
over two and three-quarter millions 
of dollars. This was the first oppor- 
tunity that the members of the board 
who were not on the Finance commit- 
tee had of knowing what was to be 
recommended. Some of the items of 
the budget seemed on their face to in- 
dicate extravagance or favoritism of 
a character from which Newton has 
hitherto been free. Doubtless these 
items could have been satisfactorily 
explained, and possibly the necessity 
for the proposed increase in the cost 
of administering Newton’s municipal 
affairs would have become apparent 
upon a careful and detailed study of 
the budget; but the time afforded was 
obviously insufficient, and my request 
1 for postponement until the next meet- 
i ing of the board, in order to allow 
| the taxpayers an adequate opportu- 
: nity to study the budget and to sug- 
' gest possible opportunities for econ- 
j omy, does not seem on its face to have 
been wholly unreasonable. 

| The budget was, however, as note- 
worthy in the choice of its one In- 
stance of economy as in its general 
lavishness. No class in the commun- 
ity suffered more from the increased 
cost of living during the war than the 
already underpaid teachers in the 
public schools. In response to an al- 
most universal demand for increased 
compensation for the public school 
teachers, a Schedule of salaries was 
agreed upon between the Board of 
Aldermen of 1920 and the School Com- 
mittee. which, while not as high as 
the School committee desired, was all 
the aldermen felt the city could afford. 
The friends of the teachers accepted 
the compromise and gave up their 
agitation for further increases, and 
the faith of the city was pledged to 
maintain the schedule thus estab- 
lished. Under these circumstances it 
seems almost incredible that the one 
attempt at economy on the whole 
budget was a cut of some $9,000 in 
the requested appropriation for school 
teachers’ salaries, a cut which will 
make it impossible for the School com- 
mittee to pay the schedule estab- 
lished in 1920, and set forth in the 
published Rules of the School com- 
mittee. 

The only defence offered fo rthis ex- 
traordinary action was the cynical 
statement of one or more of the mem- 
bers of the Finance committee that 
doubtless some of the older teachers 
would die or resign during the year, 
and their salaries could be used to 
maintain the established schedule. It 
is hardly necessary to point out that, 
at least so far as engaging new teach- 
ers is concerned, the acnooi commit 
tee requires a schedule based upon a 
more stable foundation. 

A substantial numner of the aider- 
men voted in favor of postponing con- 
sideration of the budget until the fol- 
lowing meeting; and when this motion 
was lost, they voted against cutting 
the school teachers’ salary schedule, 
but this effort, too, was unsuccessful, 
and the budget was pussed exactly as 
recommended by the committee on 
finance. 

My action in voting against the 
adoption of the budget needs, 1 think 
no further justification. I am sure 
that there are some citizens of Net 
ton who feel that I was right.

SYSTEM IS ALL WRONG 

The great difficulty that stands In 
the way of discussing Uncle Sam as 
nn employer is that there Is no such 
person. The men who stand In the 
relation of employer to their subordi- 
nates are nothing but employees them- 
selves, and temporary ones at that, 
with a very fleeting tenure of office. 
Cabinet officers and members of con- 
gress, to whom the rank and file of 
employees look for guidance for a 
solution of their problems, are simply 
Meeting figures that come and go, with 
their own Interests to serve. They 
testify freely enough ns to conditions 
of government employment. Senator 
Carter Glass, recently secretary of the 
treasury, for exnmple: 

"The largely multiplied business of 
the government cannot be conducted 
with efficiency and economy unless 
there be attracted to and retained in 
the public service a group of highly 
trained, well-paid and permanent offi- 
cials of supervisory grades. Uncer- 
tainty of tenure in some instances and 
inadequacy of compensation have 
closed the public service to many men 
of the best type or forced them out of 
government employ at the moment of 
their greatest usefulness. 

"The war has Increased the public 
debt more than twenty-five fold and 
has augmented the functions nnd ac- 
tivities of the government In many 
ways. The duties are greater and the 
responsibilities are larger than those 
of other days, to the standards of 
which It is not to be expected that 
the government will ever return. The 
conditions are such tlint failure to take 
the necessary action to Invite and 
hold In the public service men of ex- 
ceptional ability and of renl distinc- 
tion in their fields can result only in 
grave burdens to the taxpayers of the 
country nnd in possible disaster. 

"Already the transaction of the 
business of the government is ham- 
pered by deficiencies of personnel due 
to the return to private life of many 
men of large capacity who during the 
period of active warfare were willing 
nnd glad to serve their country at 
great personal sacrifice. I have come 
to learn that there are heroes in the 
civil establishments as well ns in the 
military services, self-sacrificing pa- 
triots who toil year In nnd year out for 
a bare pittance when they could com- 
mand salaries double or treble the 
amounts they receive from the govern- 
ment, but who, for the love of their 
country and for the love of their 
work, have rejected alluring offers In 
the field of private enterprise. They 
were too fine nnd too patriotic to leave 
their posts. 

"Under the compelling force of pa- 
triotism they made willing sacrifices 
during the war, but with the return of 
peace the government cannot expect 
to retain these employees indefinitely, 
because in justice to themselves and 
their families they will sooner or later 
accept the larger opportunities that are 
open to them In the world of business 
and Industry unless the government 
proposes to pay them salaries that at 
least reasonably approach the vulue of 
their services. 

"Only prompt action by the congress 
to build up a permanent and dignified 
civil service which will include men 
of great ability and high attainments 
can prevent mistakes and failures In 
the transaction of the public business, 
the consequences of which may be 
calamitous." 

Ex-Representntive Good, who was 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee of the house, is equally frank: 

"Today duplication in the govern- 
ment service abounds on every hand. 
For exnmple, eight different depart- 
ments of the government, with large 
overhead organizations, are engaged 
in engineering work, in navigation, ir- 
rigation and drainage; eleven different 
bureaus are engaged in engineering 
research; twelve different organiza- 
tions are engaged In rond con- 
struction, while twelve, with large 
overhead organizations, are engaged 
in hydraulic construction and sixteen 
are engaged in surveying and map- 
ping. Sixteen different bureaus exer- 
cise Jurisdiction over water-power de- 
velopment. Nine different organiza- 
tions are collecting information on the 
consumption of coal. Forty-two differ- 
ent organizations, with overhead ex- 
penses, are dialling with the question 
of public health. 

"The Treasury department, the War 
department, the Interior department 
and the Labor department each iias a 
bureau dealing with the question of 
general education. These departments 
operate independently; Instances of co- 
operation between them are excep- 
tional. Each of those departments is 
manned at all times with an organiza- 
tion prepared to carry the peak of the 
load and maintains an expensive 
ready-to-serve personnel, A lack of 
co-operation in the executive depart- 
ments necessarily leads to gross ex- 
travagance. The system Is wrong, and 
cun;’ re w ulout cun change the system.”

16 blouses; to the Day Nursery, 7 
3-piece layettes, 12 diapers, 2 pairs 
boottoes. 3 jackets; to the Newton 
Hospital. 211 articles and 50 yards of 
gauze and absorbent cotton made Into 
pads. During the summer 85 lay- 
ettes of 15 pieces each, a total of 1200 
pieces, were made in response to a 
call from the Red Cross. Fifty-seven 
jackets and 20 convalescent robes 
were also given the Red Cross. 

An incredibly large amount of knit- 
ting has also been done. Four pairs 
of stockings, 29 sweaters. 22 pairs of 
mittens. 1 boy’s suit and 1 girl’s dress 
have been given the schools; to the 
Red Cross. G mufflers, 10 pairs chil- 
dren’s socks, 17 sweaters; 49 caps for 
Parker Hill; for community needs, G 
mufflers. 2 sweaters, 2 pairs men’s 
socks, while a number of articles have 
been packed away ready for next win- 
ter. 

In addition to the five program 
meetings there have been two courses 
in Current Events by Mrs. Claude U. 
Gilson. 

Another very important step, which 
has been taken by the club, is the 
starting of a fund for a Memorial Li 
brary building in the village. The 
sum of $6,575 has already been 
pledged, including five gifts of $1,000 
each.

While the Legislature is way behind 
its last year’H record in action on 
matters before it, there can be no 
question but what the matters already 
acted upon are and have been receiv- 
ing far more attention than last year's 
business. 

For a number of days recently the 
House has spent all of one session on 
the consideration of but one or pos- 
sibly two matters, with a subsequent 
congestion of the calendar. 

Representative Rice has been ap- 
pointed a member of the conference 
committee to endeavor to reach a sat- 
isfactory settlement of the so-called 
“soft drink” bill, which the Senate 
thoroughly emasculated after its pas- 
sage by the House. The Senate I 
amendment destroys the bill, and ; 
Senator Naphen, who Is a Senate 1 
member of the committee of confer- 
ence, certainly does not represent the 
wishes of this part of his district in ! 
refusing to give the State an effective 
measure. 

This bill was the precursor of the 
more important bill to make the laws 
of Massachusetts harmonize with the 
Federal law under the 18th amend- 
ment. This matter will hold public 
attention the coming week. All three 
Newton representatives will support 
the bill. 

Representative Rice's very good 
bill, to allow the removal of mayors 
for malfeasance in office, which passed 
the House recently, was killed this 
last week in the Senate. It was a 
good bill and deserved a better fate. 

The bill of the writer, to make a 
false statement regarding candidates 
at primaries and elections a corrupt 
practice, which had the remarkable 
record of passing both house.s without 
a word of protest or explanation, was 
signed this week by Governor Cox. 
Under this law. a person making such 
a false statement can be haled into a 
district court and receive summary 
punishment, and the person injured 
will not. hereafter, have to wait a 
year and a half or more for the slow 
1 action of the civil courts. 

| The House had a hard fight this 
week over a bill regarding the State 
printing, in which the issue of a closed 
or open shop for printing was fought 
to a finish, the unions winning by a 
wide margin. 

The triennial apportionment of the 
State and county expenses has been 
reported this week, and Newton will 
pay a slightly increased amount over 
the last apportionment. The new 
figures are $15.79 per $1,000 valua- 
tion as against $15.22, established 
three years ago. 

The report of next annual session, 
made some time ago by the committee 
on cities, on the proposal to change 
the election laws governing the city 
election in Newton, was finally given 
to the Senate late last week, and has 
now been formally accepted by both ' 
branches. A little story of how po- 
litical influence failed to work might 
be told of this report ami may ex- 
plain the delay in reporting the action 
of the committee

HEARING ON ZONING 

Large Attendance at City Hall, but Little Fund- 
amental Ob|ection Raised to the Ordinance 


ANNUAL S. S. CONVENTION CHAMBER OF COMMERCE RECEPTION TO MR. PARK 


Another large audience which filled 
the aldermanic chamber to Its capac- 
ity waH present last Monday evening 
at the regular meeting of the board, 
at which only two piemhers, Aldermen 
Saltonstall and Young were absent. 

No one appeared at hearings on pro- 
posed 20-unit garage at 5 Park street, 
by O. I). Brett, on the enlargement of 
garage on Court street by John W. 
Blakeney nnd on petition of Moorhead 
Motor Co. for a repair shop at 38 
Crafts street, the last petition being 
subsequently granted. 

Mr. J. A. Dowling favored a build- 
ing line on Lexington street near Au- 
burndale avenue, and Mr. A. W. Kella- 
way spoke in favor of a sewer in Wy- 
man street. 

The extension of Delmore road in 
Newton Highlands to Erie avenue 
brought out a number of citizens from 
that village. The improvement was 
strongly favored by Messrs. A. H. Nor- 
ton. Howard Whitmore, J. E. Rayner. 
Wm. J. Cozens and A. H. Elder and 
opposed by Mr. Wm. M. Noble for Mr. 
Frost and by Mr. Walsh. 

But tlie crowd were present for the 
larger Issue of the proposed zoning or- 
dinance nnd President Hollis did the 
graceful thing in calling upon Aider- 
man George V. Phipps, chairman of 
the Zoning committee to preside dur- 
ing the hearing. Mr. Phipps stated 
that the committee had requested local 
organizations to appoint local commit- 
tees to consider the local situation 
with special regard to the lines of de- 
marcation between the different dis- 
tricts as defined by the ordinance. He 


then called upon these committees for 
reports. Ex-alderman A. H. McAuslnn 
for Newton Centre said that his com- 
mittee found a general sentiment in 
favor of the ordinance. Mr. II. C. Rob- 
bins said that Waban had held two 
public meetings and was unanimous 
for the ordinance. Mr. Henry Whit- 
more for West Newton said his com- 
mittee had given careful study to the 
matter and believed the same results 
could be obtained with less drastic 
provisions. Mr. A. IT. Elder for New- 
ton Highlands said that a largely at- 
tended meeting had been held and the 
vote was 2 to 1 in favor of the ordi- 
nance. Mr. James C. Irwin for New- 
tonville said that they had divided the 
village into districts and had endeav- 
ored to reach each individual owner 
of real estate. Over 1300 opinions had 
been received of which only 21 were 
opposed to the ordinance. Mr. Wil- 
liam Coulson stated that Auburndale 
was in favor of the ordinance. Aider- 
man .Nichols stated that public meet- 
ings had been held in Newton and the 
sentiment wns unanimous in favor. 
Mr. Duncan Wright for Nonantum 
said that that village was nearly unan- 
imous in favor of being placed in a 
commercial zone. 

Ex alderman Forknall was the first 
speaker in opposition and criticized 
the way in which the Nonantum com- 
mittee had been appointed and ha " 
acted. He called for fair play and 
wanted some part of Nonantum placed 
; n the the general residence district. 
Later ex-aldermen John W. Murphy 
(Continued on Page 2.)

Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

The acquiescence of the citizens of 
this city to the proposed zoning or- 
dinance is indeed surprising. 

I am of the opinion that this pas- 
siveness is due primarily to the fact 
that the larger part of our people are 
ignorant of the provisions of this plan, 
simply because they have not been 
properly notified of the hearings which 
have been held throughout the city. 

Too much reliance has been placed 
upon posters tacked here and tnere, 
and in some places upon flyers. For 
the most part, those who attended the 
meeting got their information through 
hearsay. 

Certainly this is not the proper 
method to employ to notify people of 
a matter which is of such vital im 
portance to them, and it is a poor way 
to practice economy. 

Every citizen of Newton is entitled 
to have a copy of this ordinance 
placed in his hands; and while it is 
proper to get the ideas of the people 
on this ordinance, the question as to 
the acceptance of the final viraft 
should be placed upon the ballot, and 
di cld< d by the body of voters. 

Personally, I am unalterably op- 
posed to any plan which tends to make 
life in this city less enjoyable, and I 
run firmly convinced that that is what 
this ordinance purports to accomplish. 

No doubt our aldermen are honestly 
striving to frame a plan which will be 
generally acceptable, but it seems to 
me that if they would restrict fac- 
tories and other lines of business to 
certain zones, and leave private prop- 
erty (that is. residences, etc.), to be 
enjoyed as it now is. they would elim- 
inate three-fourths of their work and 
worries, and find a happy solution to 
their problem. 

The present plan is all that could 
be desired to the man who has his 
mansion, but it offers little encour- 
agement to the toiler who looks for- 
ward hopefully to the time when his 
means will allow him to add another 
room to his cottage. 

Certainly the latter is entitled to as 
much consideration as the former In 
the working out of this plan, and it is 
my earnest wish that our city govern- 
ment will not rush Into this matter 
too hastily, and impose burdens which 
will rest so heavily upon the present 
and prospective property owners of 
average means, as to cause him to re- 
mark. “This is a good city to 

move out of.

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EDITORIAL 


That the citizens of Newton are 
fairly well pleased with the proposed 
zoning ordinance which has been un- 
der discussion for the past six months, 
was clearly manifested at the public 
hearing on Monday night before the 
aldermen, when, without scarcely any 
exception those in opposition, were 
opposed not to the intent of the or- 
dinance, but to the district lines be- 
tween the different zones. It was also 
noticeable that most of the objectors 
wanted their particular district placed 
In the more restricted zone than that 
proposed by the ordinance. The ob- 
jections suggested by our correspond- 
ent this week cannot be maintained 
in face of the facts. The constitution- 
al amendment which was submitted to 
the people in 1 91 S was the real test 
of the proposition, and was adopted 
overwhelmingly not only by the vot- 
ers of Newton, hut by the entire State. 
Too much praise cannot be given to 
Alderman George V. Phipps for the 
bard, faithful and conscientious work 
be has given this zoning problem, ad- 
mittedly one of the most Intricate and 
difficult matters ever before the city 
government. He has been the wheel 
horse in the preparation of the or- 
dinance, • and lias had the patience of 
Job in discussing the matter with j 
groups and committees of citizens. 
The public spirit manifested by the 
local committees in canvassing their 
respective districts is also worthy of 
praise and indicates that in all civic 
matters Newton citizens can he de- 
pended upon to do their share of the ( 
work. 


I'M) K R THE GILDED DOME 


"While in point of numbers, the Leg- 
islature is not progressing very fast 
nowadays, two of the important meas- 
ures of the session were acted upon 
this week by the House. On Monday 
there was a long debate, lasting the 
entire afternoon, over the proposition 
that only members of the bar should 
be eligible for the office of district at- 
torney. The Judiciary committee had 
reported adversely on the matter, with 
some of its most prominent members 
dissenting. The House overturned the 
adverse report of the committee by a 
substantial vote and accepted the bill. 

On Tuesday the House came in at : 
11 o’clock on account of the holiday 
on Wednesday, and spent all that ses- j 
sion in debate over the bill to bar - 1 
monize the State laws with the Vol- 
stead act of the Federal government, 
and finally passed the bill by a vote 
of nearly two to one. On this meas- 
ure, as on the above noted, all three 
Newton representatives voted with the 
majority in passing both bills. 

Senator Naphen takes exceptions to 
our criticism of last week in regard to 
the so-called “soft drink” bill, on 
which he is one of the Senate con- 
ferees over the differences of opinion 
between the Senate and the House. 
Senator Naphen states that he voted 
against the amendment which we 
criticized last week, and that, al- 
though the Senate adopted that amend- 
ment. Mr. Naphen believes that the 
House bill is satisfactory. We in- 
tended no reflection on Senator 
Naphen. as he has been an able legis- 
lator and has given this district splen- 
did representation. 

Representative Abbott B. Rice an- 
nounced yesterday that he would be 
a candidate for the Senate this fall, 
to succeed Senator Naphen. who will 
retire.

Some five hundred women, dele- 
gates from the Alliance branches in 
the rnitnrinn churches of New Eng- 
land. were guests or the Channing 
branch for the annual meeting of the 
association at Channing Church yes- 
terday. Among the visitors were also 
one from (North Carolina and one from 
Lincoln. Nebraska. Following a de- 
votional service prayer was offered by 
the Reverend Chester A. Drummond, 
minister of Channing Church. Mrs. 
Joseph N. I’nlmer. president of the 
Channing branch, extended greetings 
to the visiting delegates. Mrs. Arthur 
Austin reported the work of the 
branch at Wollaston, after which fol- 
lowed several addresses, one being by 
Miss Lydia Holman, the “Friendly 
Nurse." on her work in the moun- 
tains of North Carolina. Mrs. Jean- 
nette B. Damon, superintendent of the 
missionary work of the Alliance at 
Shelter Neck. N. C.. a little town in 
the eastern part of the State, told of 
conditions there. In its educational 
work. North Carolina, she stated, 
stands next to the lowest of any State 
of the Union, there being 40.000 il- 
literate white women in the State. 
Today, she says, the people are wak- 
ing up to the need of education, and 
there is an increasing ambition on the 
part of the young people themselves 
for greater educational advantages. 

Mrs. Sidney Petersori. chairman of 
the committee on Southern Work, 
made an appeal for increased support 
of the Carolina Industrial School, 
which has recently been turned over 
to The Alliance to be administered, 
and a collection was taken for that 
purpose. 

Pev. Fred Alban Weil of Quincy, in 
his address accused the New England 
pulpit of having been lax in the pre- 
sentation of the Unitarian position, 
saying that it does not realize what 
has to be preached in order to start 
a Unitarian church outside of New 
England. 

The morning session closed with an 
address by Rev. Ben Franklin Allen, 
of Needham, who took for his sub- 
ject. “A Modern Test of Faith.” in 
which he discussed the Unitarian 
“fundamentals.” The real Christian 
is not he who follows Christ blindly, 
merely imitating Him, but he who has 
caught the spirit of Christ. 

During the noon recess the dele- 
gates partook of box luncheon, every 
available space in the parish house 
being set with tables. 

The afternoon session opened with 
singing by the Alliance choir under 
the leadership of Mrs. Frederic A. 
Wetherbee. Miss Alice Barney, presi- 
dent of the Channing Junior Alliance, 
gave a report of the work done since 
its formation, about one year ago. 

A novel bit of Americanization work 
was reported, that of a play being 
given at Montpelier. Vt., by Italian 
women in English, many of the wom- 
en having known nothing of English 
until they learned it in classes in that 
city, supported by the New England 
Associate Alliance. Letters of greet- 
ing were read from the Southern As- 
sociate Alliance and from that of the 
Meadville district. 

The program closed with a strong 
and stimulating address by Rev. John 
Nicoll Mark, recently of Uxbridge, but 
now at Fall River. Mr. Mark took for 
his central theme. “Me and My 
House,” and stressed the value of the 
heme as an influence upon the spiri- 
tual life of the country. City life, he 
said, is waging a tremendous warfare 
against the home today. Four things 
are needed in the home today — Inde- 
pendence of judgement, the spirit of 
service, the spirit of unselfishness, 
and religious education, adding that 
there are eight million children in 
non-church going homes in this coun- 
try.

the most important, things to be done 
by the Chamber. This will give the 
Chamber the necessary standing and 
influence, and place it in a position to 
do more effectively the various other 
things suggested as matters which 
should receive early attention. 

The work of the new employment 
bureau of the Chamber is developing 
in a manner that is gratifying to 
those who are interested in seeing the 
unemployment situation relieved in 
Newton as much as possible.

MR SALTONSTALL DEAD 


Rtrlmrd Mlddlecott Haltonafall, law- 
yer and Harvard graduate, and a 
prominent factor in many depart- 
ments of the buHlneaH and aoclal 
world, died suddenly Monday morning 
at t lie* Corey Mill Hospital, where he 
had been a nation! for three wt»ekft. 
Mr. Saltonatall had entered the hos- 
pital for a major operation from which 
he was making an encouraging re- 
covery when a new trouble Ret In 
which wan the more Immediate catiRe 
of his death. 

Mr. SaltonBtall was born In Chest- 
nut Hill, Oct. 29. 1859, and he was the 
son, of Leveret t and Rose Smith (Leo) 
Saltonstall. He prepared for college 
at. Nohle’H School and entering Har- 
vard was graduated In the class of ’80, 
the same class that graduated Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. For two years he 
studied at the Harvard Law School, 
••ml for a time was In the office of 
Hon. William Caleb Coring. He was 
admitted to the Bar In January, 1884. 
He entered the law department of the 
old New York & New England Rail- 
road in this city, and was general 
solicit oju of the company from 1887 to 
1890, and since that time he had been 
engaged in private practice. 

Mr. Saltonstall first took offices in 
the Sears building where he shared 
quarters with H. Eugene Bolles and 
Charles II. Tyler though he was not In 
partnership with them. Subsequently 
Mr. Saltonstall established himself at 
15 Congress street, and in November. 
1898, he became a member of the firm 
of Gaston, Snow & Saltonstall which 
firm name was later changed to Incor- 
porate the name of Thomas Hunt, the 
firm name now being Gaston, Snow, 
Saltonstall & Hunt, which has a large 
suite of offices on the seventh floor of 
the National Shawmut Hank building.

Mr. Haltonstall as a lawyor enjoyed a 
very high standing outside of Boston, 
and ho frequently was railed to Wash- 
ington, Now York and other places for 
purposes of consultation.

He always had been especially in- 
terested in the cultivation of t lie soil, 
and as t lie president at one time of 
the Massachusetts Horticultural So- 
ciety he had done a great deal to pro- 
mote the interests of that organiza- 
tion. Also In another way he per- 
formed valuable services through 
holding the double post of treasurer 
and trustee of the Massachusetts So- 
ciety for Promoting Agriculture. He 
was always fond of the Noble School 
which later became the Noble & 
Greenough School. He was untiring 
in his efforts to advance its interests, 
and in seeking to establish the school 
in its new location In Dedham he was 
one of the most instrumental factors. 

On Oct. 17. 1891. Mr. Saltonstall 
married Miss Eleanor Brooks, daugh- 
ter of Peter C. Brooks of Medford. She 
survives him. By this marriage there 
were four children, three of whom 
are living. Leverett, who married 
Alice Wesselhoeft; Emily Bradley 
Saltonstall; and Richard, who married 
Miss Mary Bowditeh Rogers.

Endicott P. Saltonstall of 
Chestnut Hill, who is district attorney 
for Middlesex County, and Mrs. John 
S Curtis ( Mary Saltonstall). Another 
brother. Philip Saltonstall. died a few 
years ago. 

The First Unitarian Church at 
Chestnut Hill, of which Mr. Salton- 
stall was a prominent member, was 
not large enough to hold the relatives 
and friends who gathered Wednesday 
morning to pay their last tribute of 
affection and respect. 

The gathering included the gov- 
ernors of the New Riding Club and 
delegations front many other organ- 
izations with which Mr. Saltonstall 
was identified. The Army and Navy 
Club was represented by a soldier, a 
sailor and a marine in uniform. 

The organ music, as played by 
Ernest Harrison, included “A Prayer ’ 
in F by Ceuppens; "Andante Solen- 
nolle,” by Oesten; "Regret,” by von 
Wilm; Oesten’s "Cento"; Chopin’s 
“Marche Funebre” and the "Dead 
March” from “Saul.” by Handel.

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HOME BEAUTIFUL EXPOSITION 

Because <ff the renewed Interest In 
home building, more than a quarter 
of a million people are expected to 
visit (lie second annual Home Beauti- 
ful Exposition that is to ho held under 
the management of Chester I. Camp- 
bell, In Mechanics Building. Boston, 
during the next week. 

The recent boom in building result- 
ed in 350 leading manufacturers and 
dealers In Jmilding materials, home 
furnishings and household appliances 
arranging for exhibits. Practically 
every worthwhile article for the home 
will lie found on display. All of the 
five big halls in Mechanics Building 
were needed to meet the demand for 
exhibit space. 

The purpose of the Home Beautiful 
Exposition Is to educate the public on 
all subjects relating to the home. In 
addition to the exhibits there will he 
a series of lectures on home manage- 
ment and home planning which prom- 
ise to he unusually interesting. 

The exhibit of the Metropolitan 
Coal Company at the Home Beautiful 
Show in a few minutes gives an in- 
sight into the magnitude of the coal- 
mining industry and throws light on 
the question, “Will anthracite be 
cheaper? ” 

A cross-section model shows the 
present base of operations. It is in 
reality a city of subways beneath a 
idty. To reach the coal now at a depth 
of 676 feet, tons of material must ho 
removed after extensive preparations 
for safety and efficiency. 

11,0(10,000 Feet of Timber Used 

More than 11.000,000 feet of prop 
timber were used in the past year to 
support Hie surface as the coal was 
removed. It was necessary to pump 
out of the mines 10 tons of water for 
every ton of coal brought to the sur- 
face, in addition to pumping in 6% 
tons of fresh air. To get the coal to 
shafts for hoisting. 775 miles of tracks 
have been laid and 1,600 mules are al- 
ways below the surface to handle the 
hauling. Equipment is coniplete from 
mule stables to a hospital. 

Even where levels have been opened 
to the extent of 8 to 12 feet, only from 
one to three feet of coal can he mined, 
although the miners are paid just the 
same for removing the refuse above 
and below the coal veins as they are 
for the coal itself. 

After the coal is brought above 
ground it is “sized” and made ready 
for use in the coal breaker, which 
sometimes receives pieces weighing 
:is much as 500 pounds. Expenses in 
this process jump rapidly, for out of 
every 40,900 tons mined, only 23,000 
tons are available for consumption, 
owing to the slate, bone, stone and 
loss in the breaker. 

In the anthracite mines four labor- 
*rs are employed to every miner fit- 
ting the coal for use, while in the bi- 
tuminous operations the ratio is one 
to iy>. The coal is carried up a long 
incline, on which immense rollers 
break it into different sizes that are 
automatically conducted through 
shutes to separate bins, where the 
process of taking out the impurities 
finally takes place. By huge plungers 
the contents of the Dins are set in mo- 
tion and the heavy slate is separated 
from the coal and carried away. The 
remaining pure coal is then moved for 
storage. A miniature “jigg” bin is in 
operation at the exhibit. 

This model is 1-24 the size of the 
Lorre breaker at Larksville. Pa., 
owned and operated by the Hudson 
Coal Company in the mining of an- 
thracite. The Lorre breaker made a 
record in 1921 by producing 1,590,201 
tons of coal. This represents a block 
399 feet square or a load which would 
fill cars of a freight train 376 miles 
long. 

INTER V. \Y. 1. A. TRACK MEET. 


With 22 cities and over 400 girls en- 
tered. a track meet for girls will take 
place in the Harvard Stadium on June 
10 under the auspices of the North- 
eastern field athletic council of the 
Y. W. (’. A. This is the second annual 
meet and the Newton Y. W. C. A. is 
entering a team this year which will 
lie the youngest association to com- 
pete in the meet. Entries for the meet 
may lie made at the Newton Y. W. C. 
A. up to the end of April. 


GLEE ( LI BS’ CONCERT 

On Thursday, April 27th, at 8.00 P. 
M. in Jordan Hall, Boston, will be 
held the long anticipated concert by 
the Federated Men’s Glee Clubs of 
Greater Boston. The Federation Is 
made up of the Wollaston Glee Club 
of Wollaston, the Highland Glee Club 
of Newton, the Schubert Club of Mal- 
den, and the Men’s Slnglpg Club of 
Beverly. These four clubs have been 
practising during the winter In Boston 
aildtnre now prepared to offer the peo- 
ple of Boston a unique program of 
songs sung by 200 men. The musical 
director of each club will conduct a 
part of the program offering a splen- 
did comparison of different methods 
employed by different conductors. 

An attraction which will draw those 
not especially interested In any of the 
dubs will he the appearance at this 
•oncert of Royal Dadniun, the famous 
baritone, in several groups of songs. 
He is well known in Boston and espe- 
cially in Newton, having appeared here 
last winter as soloist for the Highland 
Glee Club.

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NEWTON HOSPITAL FINANCES 

Finance Commute Makes Report lor the Six 
Months Ending April 1 


The following report of the Newton 
Hospital for the first six months of the 
fiscal year, Sept. 1, 1921, to March 1, 
1922 is made to the citizens of Newton: 

The hospital closed its last fiscal 
year clear from debt including all ex- 
penses incurred during the war and 
the epidemic which followed. 

This splendid record was made pos- 
sible by 6,246 persons, who by their 
contributions of $81,780 expressed a 
willingness to share the burden. 

The $81,000 cancelled the debt, and 
the over 5,000 contributors gave new 
hope of a fairer distribution of the 
burden of maintenance. 

Large individual gifts cannot be du- 
plicated year after year, but in a ser- 
vice for the common good the number 
of contributors should not only be 
maintained but increased. As a house 
to house canvass *is no light task for 
the workers, and frequently is distaste- 
ful to contributors, the appeal has been 
made this year through the mail, with 
the following result:

HIGH SCHOOL MASTER 


At a mooting of the Newton School 
Committee hold on Friday evening, 
April 21. 1922, Mr. Francis I.. Bacon 
was elected principal of the Newton 
High School. Mr. Bacon is at present 
nrlncipal of the Meriden High School, 
Meriden, Conn., where he has made ni. 
enviable record ns a school adminis 
trator. and Ir.s won for himself a high 
Place in the regard of the people of 
the city because of his active partici- 
pation in all that relates to the wel- 
fare of the community and particular- 
ly to the work with boys. 

He was born in Kingman. Kansas. 
July 30, 1889, and graduated from 
Southwestern College. Winfield. Kan- 
sas. with (he degree of A. B. in 1912. 
He received a degree of A. M. from 
Columbia University, New York City, 
in 1915, specializing in the Department 
of Political Science and History. He 
has also taken several summer courses 
in education at Teachers’ College. New 
York, and also several courses in the 
Department of Education. Yale Uni- 
versity. 

Mr. Bacon was for a time manager 
of the "Daily Free Press." Winfield. 
Kansas. He was instructor in history 
and science and athletic coach in the 
high school at Blackwell, Oklahoma, 
for one year, and principal for two 
years. He was instructor in social sci- 
ence in the Meriden High School. Mer- 
iden. Connecticut, for one year, and 
principal five years. For two summers 
he has given lectures in history at the 
State Normal Summer School. Yale 
University. 

Mr. Bacon is president of the Meri- 
den Scout Council, member of the 
Rotary Club, Chairman of the Boys' 
Work Division of the Y. M. C. A., mem- 
ber of the Executive Council of the 
Meriden Boys' Welfare League. He 
lias been a frequent lecturer before 
Women’s Clubs and for t he State De- 
partment of Education at teachers’ 
institutes. He was in the service for 
more than a year and is a member of 
the Meriden Post of the American 
Legion.

Mr. Walter read the list of Sunday 
schools in the Norumbega district, 
asking superintendents to respond 
briefly by telling the most important 
features of the year’s work in their 
own schools. 

Mr. F. W. Chase, chairman or tne 
music committee, was called upon to 
tell why it is of great value for chil- 
dren and young people to memorize 
the worth-while hymns of the church 
and learn to appreciate them. Mr. 
chase urged all schools to take ad-

With this thought in mind and with 
an earnest desire to be of service in 
the time of need, the ward rates were 
reduced on an average about twenty 
per cent., and the private rates about 
thirteen per cent. The new rates went 
into effect on February 15th. Four 
rooms in Founders’ Memorial have 
aTso been equipped as semi-private 
rooms for two patients each, at a rate 
of $5.00 for each patient. Even with 
this reduction it is expected that the 
difference between earnings and ex- 
penses will not exceed $40,000 for the 
year, less than one-half the amount 
contributed in 1921. 

It must be remembered that the 
hospital received no aid from the State 
or city — it was not established for 
profit, nor has it been maintained for 
that purpose. It is dependent upon 
its friends. 

Grateful acknowledgement is made 
to those who have already contributed. 
An appeal is now made to the balance 
of the 5.000 and to the newcomers who 
will recognize here, as they have 
recognized in other places, the bene- 
fits of hospital service to a community.

NEWTON WINS BALL GAME 


If Burt L. Standish the chap who 
grinds out the more or less famous 
Frank Merriwell stories, had been pres- 
ent af the Newton-Brookllne game last 
.Saturday, he would have witnessed his 
well-known fiction hero take actual 
form In the person of (’apt. Emerson 
Murphy of the Orange and Black nine. 
Here was the situation. It was the 
last of the ninth inning, the score was 
tried at one all, and there were men in. 
second and third with two out. Capt. J 
Murphy of the home team was at hat 
with the umpire’s count pt twojitrikes 
and no balls. A perfect Frank Nlerri- j 
well situation. Nothing could he 
sweeter. But even yet the plot is not 
complete. Of course, if Capt. Murphy 
had struck out, Mr. Standish would 
have had to search elsewhere for ma- 
erial, hut (and this is the feature that 
puts the story across) Capt. Murphy 
DID NOT strike out. Instead he 
hanged a fast one between first and 
second and sent, in the run that 
brought victory to Newton and defeat 
to Brookline. Verily, It was a Frank 
Merriwell story come to life. 

Last Saturday’s contest proved to be 
one of the most, thrilling pitcher’s bat- 
tles that Claflin Field has seen since 
the days of Fred Sawyer. Whitmore, 
who was pitching his second game 
wfthin three days, made a wonderful- 
ly fine job of it for .Newton, while Jack 
Harwood of Brookline actually had the 
hedvv hitting Newton hatters eating 
out of his hand. And had it not been 
for first baseman Gentle’s misplay in 
the last half of the ninth the game 
might have continued on until dark- 
ness would have necessitated a halt. 

As the two teams played last Satur- 
day there was little to choose between 
them. Newton had a shade the better 
of the hatting argument. Brookline 
played the smoother game in the field, 
while in the box Whitmore was a bit 
more effective than the clever and 
slow-performing Harwood. Whitmore 
struck out ten of the Brookline bat- 
ters. allowed but four hits, and passed 
two men. Harwood fanned three New- 
tonians. gave only four hits, hut passed 
seven men. And it was one of these 
passes that eventually resulted in his 
downfall, for it was the walk to Dren- 
nan in the ninth that paved the way 
for the winning tally. 

Leahy was Coach Dickinson’s choice 
to start the game and right away the 
big fellow got himself in trouble. He 
passed the first man up. allowed the 
second man to reach first on a ground- 
er that should have been the easiest 
kind of out had not Leahy thrown the 
ball into the dirt rather than at Ted- 
esco. and then he passed the third 
batter. This was enough trouble for 
one man to start, so out came Leahy 
and in went Whitmore. With three 
men on base and none out it looked as 
if Whitmore was not going to fare any 
too well, hut “Whitty" didn't scare 
worth a cent and one solitary run was 
all that Brookline could gather from 
this ideal array of men on every base. 

Newton tied the score in its half ot 
the inning. Meredith gave the specta- 
tors the wrong impression that Har- 
wood was "easy pickings" by lacing a 
double to left. Drennan was safe on 
a throw to first that drew Gentle off 
the hag. Leary fanned and then Mur- 
phy rolled one to second that enabled 
Meredith to cross with the tying run 
And from this inning until the fatal 
ninth it was simply a nice little pitch- 
ing argument between Whitmore and 
Harwood. Hits were as scarce as 
hens’ teeth and it was the exception, 
to find a ball hit to the outfield. Then 
came the glorious ninth and with it 
the break that enabled the crowd to 
cease shivering and start for home. 

It was a grand exhibition of baseball 
and could have been improved only by 
a warmer day. It was so chilly that 
one had but to close his eyes to ima- 
gine that it was the third period in- 
stead of the third inning, and that 
Jake Stafford was yelling signals in- 
stead of encouragement to Whitmore. 
The game was slowed up considerably 
by the extraordinary length of time 
that Harwood required to pitch a sin- 
gle ball. We timed him on a few oc- 
casions and found that he took almost 
three quarters of a minute to deliver 
a single ball after it had been returned 
to him from the catcher. The average 
t wirier would throw about three dur- 
ing this space of time. However, with 
all his slow action Harwood is a heady 
pitcher and it will take a team of 
real sluggers to drive him from the 
box. 

For Brookline, pitcher Harwood and 
shortstop Londoner were the big guns. 
This Londoner boy accepted seven 
chances without an error and shaped 
up as the best high school short stop 
we have seen in a long time. The 
entire Brookline infield played fast 
ball and make the Wealthy Town out- 
fit look like the best team that has 
come over from Brookline in some 
years. 

For Newton, the pitching of Whit- 
more and the catching of Cronin were 
bright lights. Cronin caught a Brook- 
line man off third in the fourth in- 
ning. thereby staving off a very prob- 
able Brookline score. Nor must we 
forget to mention the batting of Leary, 
l.earv was one Newton man who re- 
fused to keep missing Harwood’s offer- 
ings. and it was his double in the 
ninth that made possible the winning 
run. 

And now we go from the sublime to 
the ridiculous. English High played 
Newton at Claflin Field last Wednes- 
day and after one of the wierdest 
scrambles we have ever watched New- 
ton landed on top by the delightful 
score of 15 to 13. To call it a ball 
game is to insult that grand old pas- 
time. It was nothing more thau a 
game of “Two Old Cats” and both 
teams should be ashamed the showing. 
English High played tough baseball 
and Newton made an even worse job 
of it. Newton went into the eighth 
tuning with a lead of 13 to 3. Then

DEATH OF BROTHER AND SISTER 

Mrs. Catherine Hobart, who died 
Monday at her home on Eliot Memorial 
road, Newton, was the widow of Henry 
K. Hobart, who was engaged in the 
iron business. She was the daughter 
of Peter Cushman and Jane M. Bald- 
win Jones, and was born in Boston 
Nov. 11, 1839. When quite young the 
family moved to Newton, where she 
had since resided. In 1872 sbo mat- 
ried Mr. Hobart, and she had been a 
widow for about twenty years. 

Mrs. Hobart was a member of the 
Channing Unitarian Church and al- 
ways interested in its activities. She 
was one of the early members of. the 
Newton Social Science Club, serving 
as treasurer for a number ol years. 
Although of late unable to take an ac- 
tive part In outside affairs, she never- 
theless maintained a close interest in 
everything, and at the age of eighty- 
two years cast her vote. 

She is survived by several nephews 
and nieces and two brothers, one of 
whom, George B. .Tones, of Orange, N. 
J., is now on his way to England. 

Services were held at her home on 
Wednesday, April 26. Rev. Mr. Drum- 
mond, pastor of the Channing Church, 
officiating. 

Mrs. Hobart’s oldest brother, Peter 
Cushman Jones of Honolulu, to whom 
she was devotedly attached, also died 
on Monday, within a few hours of her 
death, neither aware of the other’s ill- 
ness. 

Mr. Jones was horn in Boston, Dec. 
10, 1837, and at the age of nineteen 
went to Honolulu, going in a sailing 
vessel by way of Cape Horn. Thero 
he became interested in the sugar in- 
dustry and entered the firm of G. 
Brewer & Co. In 1891 he was elected 
president and manager of this con- 
cern, and eventually became one of 
the leading business men at Hawaii. |

With his late son, Edwin Aus- 
tin Jones, and Henry Carter, Mr. 
Jones founded the First National Bank ! 
of Hawaii, of which he was president, j 
During the revolution of 1893 he 
helped to organize the provisional 
government. He is survived by two 
daughters, Mrs. Alonza Gartley and 
Mrs. Abram Lewis, both of Honolulu.

TREASURES OF BUDDHIST ART 

Marvelous Collection Preserved for 
Centuries in the Temple of 
Daigoji in Japan. 

DnlgoJI, the head temple of the One 
school of the Shlngon sect of Bud- 
dhism In Jnpnn, situated not far from 
Kyoto, In the UJI district, suggests by 
Its name Is relation to Emperor 
Dalgo, who reigned from 898 to 930. 
Its name originated from i.ie fact that 
Its founder, Abbot Slioho, entne to this 
village and exclaimed after lie drank 
from an old farmer’s spring: “The 
water was as good ns dnlgo!” It Is a 
Buddhist word meaning an unctuous 
rich liquor. The posthumous title of 
the emperor • must hove originated 
from his devotion to the temple and 
Its founder, as well ns from his burial 
In the temple grounds. 

Rare specimens of Buddhist art and 
literature, carefully preserved as the 
temple treasures of DnlgoJI, nnd ex- 
hibited recently at Toklo. through tin* 
efforts of Dr.. Kntsumi Koroltn of 
the editorial staff of historiographical 
materials in Tokio Imperial university, 
bring the story of the temple down 
to 300 years ago. Among tli$ pecu- 
liar pnintings In the temple are the 
“flower viewing screens,” pictures of 
horse training nnd n collection of fan 
paintings said to be rare treasures. 

In the literary collection there Is 
an Illustrated copy of the third roll 
of “Scripture of Cause and Effect of 
the Past nnd the Present.” It was 
made nearly 1,200 years ago. hut the 
colors in the picture arc as fresh ns 
the present day pigments. This scroll 
Is considered the oldest thing extant 
In Japan of colored art on paper.

Tropics Provide Pretty Fair Substi- 
tute for the Animal Product in 
Use in Northern Climes. 

In British Guiana nnd the West 
Indies, particularly on the banks of 
the River Deinerora, there grows a 
tree known to the natives as the li.vn- 
hya, which yields from its Imrk and 
pith a juice slightly richer and 
thicker than cow’s milk. The tree Is 
about forty feet high and eighteen 
Inches In circumference when full 
grown, and the natives use its juice 
ns we use milk, it being perfectly 
harmless nnd mixing well with water. 

The Cingalese have a tree — they 
call It kiriaghuma — which yields « 
fluid in all respects like milk; while 
In the forests of Para grows a tree 
called the massenodendron, which 
gives % a milklike juice, ii cun be kept 
for an indefinite time and shows no 
tendency to become sour. 

On the other hand, certain trees In 
the valleys of Aragua nnd in Cauagua 
yield a similar fluid, which, when ex- 
posed to tlu* air, begins to form into 
n kind of cheese, which very soon 
becomes sour. 

In tiie Canary Islands there is a 
tree called tahnya dolce, of which the 
milk, thickened into a jelly, is con- 
sidered a delicacy.

Ostrich Plumes.

Their heads arc 
covered with a hood like a stocking, 
which renders them tractable. The 
wings are spread by the man doing 
the "plucking” and the feathers arc 
dipped off fairly close to the flesh. 
This does not hurt the bird In the 
least and within sixty days the dead 
quill ends drop out of their own ac- 
cord. The tail feathers are also 
clipped .

The following report of the Newton 
School Committee for 1921 has Just 
been published : 

The School Committee rate their 
City of Newton aa being made up of 
citizens of modern Intelligence. They 
conceive that their mandate from 
these citizena la to administer public 
education with modern alma and by 
modern methods, and with the uld of 
teachers carefully selected for char- 
acter and ability. 

The city's principal industry la the 
rearing of children. This is because 
Newton la essentially a city of homes. 
Moreover lta people are of the sort 
who appreciate the importance of de- 
veloping intelligence In the coming 
generation. They want their children 
to hold their own In the world, and 
even to forge ahead. For twentieth 
century children of Intelligent par- 
ents, that requires much beyond “the 
three R’s.” Therefore, for example, 
Newton has more pupils in the high 
schools than have other cities, per 
capita of population. But the high 
school is the most expensive part of 
a school system. It is also more ex- 
pensive to have children stay at gram- 
mar school than go prematurely lo 
work in commerce. The larger school 
budget thus entailed Is an inseparable 
characteristic of life In such a city. 
If. incidentally, the taxes for schools 
mount higher than in some other 
cities, It is because the people who live 
here insist upon having the advan- 
tages that can only thus be attained. 
People who appreciate the finer things 
of life are drawn to Newton, and re 
main. here. Whether they themselves 
have children or not, they come, and 
they pay the taxes, because they find 
here people who are congenial, and 
because the municipality supplies here 
those things which tend to pleasant, 
convenient and healthful living condi- 
tions. 

The Committee seek to administer 
the schools as economically as is coil 
sistent with the execution of this man- 
date, and with as little expense for 
housing and equipment as possible. 
They, moreover, in harmony with pub- 
lic sentiment during war time, post- 
poned requests for needed new build- 
ings. In consequence, the need is now 
the more urgent, especially as (except 
in Waban) we are doing business with 
the now over-crowded housing ar- 
rangements of 1909. It should he 
recognized thut the requests of the 
School Committee for funds or equip- 
ment have basis in practical need — 
neither visionary nor inflated. 

The survey of our schools made In 
1920-21 by a body of outside experts, 
headed by James H. VanSickle, on in- 
vitation of a joint commission of Al- 
dermen and School Committee, indi- 
cated that in the main the above stated 
aims are being attained. The schools 
were found adequate in variety, ef- 
fective and modern in their work, and 
economical in their administration. In 
particular, the study showed that in 
cost they compare satisfactorily with 
the schools in other communities rea- 
sonably like Newton in character, and 
with which Newtonians may he will- 
ing to be compared. Details of this 
survey are given in the report of the 
Superintendent. 

This study led to the recommenda- 
tion by the Commission that the jun- 
ior high school be an approved policy 
and be gradually introduced as the re- 
sources of the city permit and housing 
needs require. The first of such 
schools is now being erected on Wal- 
nut and Crafts Streets. Newtonville. 
To serve a present estimated number 
of 504, this building provides a seating 
capacity of 628; and it is so designed 
as to permit addition of class rooms, 
for future needs, in a simple and eco- 
nomical way. 

The city’s experience in acquiring 
land for tiiis school, having to pay for 
a house that had been erected thereon 
since the need for the lot was publicly 
known and tacitly agreed to a year 
ago, should emphasize the plain wis- 
dom of securing sites for other build- 
ings, whose need in the near future is 
already foreseen, before private enter- 
prise occupies any desired site with 
such costly improvements as will 
either prevent the city’s purchase or 
seriously hamper the school. Such 
sites are: in the vicinity of the cornel 
of Washington and Greenough Streets 
(between West Newton and Auburn- 
dale) for a second junior high school; 
and on Ward Street, near Hobart Road 
(for the Chestnut Hill, Boston Col- 
lege, Commonwealth Avenue and fu- 
ture Waverly Avenue section) for a 
primary school, both to serve the 
growing section thus named and to re- 
lieve the already overcrowded Mason 
School at Newton Centre. 

The needs for land to enlarge the 
Underwood School lot, to relieve the 
crowded Bigelow School in Newton, 
should also have consideration. A 
good opportunity exists at present to 
get laud near the Eliot Railroad Sta- 
tion to hold later the junior high 
school which will serve Waban, Upper 
I Falls and Newton Highlands. These 
matters are outside of the jurisdiction 
or the School Committee, and we re- 
spectfully bring them to the attention 
of those in the City Government, and 
those citizens, who are concerned to 
have the city administered economi- 
cally and well 

A recent Instance of foresight in this 
direction, greatly to be commended, is 
the acquisition of the third and last 
section of the Clatlin estate, extend- 
ing along Hull Street south of Claflln 
Athletic Field and the Technical High 
School, containing some 300,000 feet. 
This has been made possible by the 
generosity of the late Mr. Frank A. 
Day and of Mrs. Duy. who acquired 
the property for this purpose in 1907 
and held it to uwalt the convenience of 
the city. The city Anally decided to 
purchase it from Mrs. Day at a price 
very much below its cost. It is hoped 
this field will be placed under tho 
jurisdiction of tho School Committe 
so that it can he used in connection 
with the school requirements. 

During the year the new Albert Ed 
gar Angler schoolhouse at Waban 1ms 
come into use, having been opened in 
September. Simultaneously with this, 
the Angler District bus been estab- 
lished to include Wuhan and Newton 
Lower Falls under the prlnclpulship 
of Mr. Harlan D. Crowell of the Angler 
School. 

There is need of u centrally located 
building, preferubly ut Newtonville, to 


Newton, to which pupils of grammar 
school age come from all parts of tho 
city. The separate accommodation re- 
quired by recent state law, for pupils 
who are mentally retarded more than 
three years, Imposes additional needs 
on several schools. 

The over-crowding at the Davis 
School in West Newton has been re- 
lieved by the provision of a two-room 
portable schoolhouse; so thut for the 
moment the city has no part-time 
classes. However, the crowded con- 
ditions in this and other parts of the 
city continue, with increased numbers 
in attendance. The average attend- 
ance for December, 1921, is 386 (equal 
to ten class rooms) greater than for 
December, 1920. At the Stearns 
School, Nonantum, one class Is meet- 
ing In the school hall. At the Frank- 
lin School, West Newton, where there 
Is already one portable room, there 
will have to he two new ( lasses, addi- 
tional, next fall. The Davis School 
building is In regrettable condition as 
to structure and equipment, and ought 
to he abandoned. The need for a 
building to relieve this district plain- 
ly exists. Such a building should he 
located between West Newton and Au- 
hurndale, where it can serve the sev- 
enth and eighth grades of both, and 
keep the ninth grade (first year high 
school ) pupils near home a year long- 
er, and give them the benefit of the 
junior high school system of instruc- 
tion. At the Mason School, Newton 
Centro, additional room has been pro- 
vided by finishing space in the attic. 
In the Bigelow School, at Newton, it 
appears inevitable that next fall there 
will he one class more than the build- 
ing can possibly accommodate. 

In general, much needs to he done 
to restore the school buildings to good 
repair. Expenditures for many years 
past have been grossly inadequate for 
maintaining condition, as well as for 
new construction. A related feature 


obstacles to a close union, und tho de- 
sire not to sacrifice the high degree of 
efficiency which these Newton schools 
have already attained leave this mat- 
ter still a problem. 

REAL ESTATE NEWS 


John T. Burns & Sons, Inc., report 
that they have sold to Jeanette E. 
Putnam the estate located at 450 Com- 
monwealth avenue, Newton Centre. 
This property consists of a new man- 
sion. brick home of 12 rooms and 3 
baths, together with a 2-car garage 
and 24,230 square feet of land. The 
total valuation is $45,000. Mrs. Put- 
cam, after further extensive improve- 
ments, will occupy as a home. Ed- 
ward Timmins was the grantor. 

John T. Burns & Sons report that 
they have sold for Agnes H. Burns her 
two-family frame and stucco house lo- 
cated at S2-84 Charlesbank road, New- 
ton. With the house there is a 2- 
car garage and 6,000 feet of land; 
total valuation is $11,000. Patrick 
Morrhead buys for home and invest- 
ment. 

John T. Burns & Sons report that 
they have sold to T. Arthur Burns a 
lot of land on the corner of Common- 
wealth avenue and Morton street. 
Newton Centre, which contains 9,500 
square feet of land, and Is valued ;*r 
$4,000. Mr. Burns intends to improve 
the same by the erection of a fine 
brick, single home in the immediate 
future. J. T. Bourne was the grantor. 


which is receiving rccaslonal small 
attention is the installing of electric 
lights in many buildings which lack 
them. Last year the Committee asked 
that $5,000.00 he used to make a begin- 
ning of this work. The 1921 Board 
of Aldermen referred this matter to 
the 1922 Board; but later (December) 
granted $1,000.00 to start the work. 
The injury to pupils resulting from 
inadequate lighting is not merely the 
loss of time when school has to he dis- 
missed or diverted from its normal ac- 
tivities; hut there is an inestimable 
damage due to eye strain while they 
lire trying to work on numerous dark 
afternoons which are not quite dark 
enough for school to he suspended. 

During the year new Rules of the 
School Committee were prepared, re- 
vising the old in many particulars, and 
greatly rearranging the subject mat- 
ter. The reassignment of duties and 
the advent of the new assistant to the 
superintendent. Mr. Harry R. Howe, 
have enabled the Department to meet 
the situation caused by the withdrawal 
of Miss Celia M. Chase from her long 
term as secretary to the School Com- 
mittee and general financial super- 
visor of its accounts and of the sup- 
plies for the schools. Her efficiency 
and faithfulness have contributed 
largely to the economy with which the 
business side of the School Depart- 
ment has been operated of recent 
years. 

We have to chronicle the termina- 
tion by death of the service of two of 
the most prominent teachers in the 
Newton High School:— Mr. Charles D 
Meserve on January 20, head of the 
Department of Mathematics, and Mr. 
Enoch C. Adams on November 1 
principal. Mr. Meserve, efficient and 
especially loved as teacher and adviser 
of hoys, and Mr. Adams, efficient and 
notable as administrator and teacher 
of a successful high school, are 
mourned by many school generations 
who have grown up and graduated un 
der their influence. Mrs. Eleanor A 
Coolbroth, teacher in I lie Mason 
School, also passed away during this 
year. 

We also record with regret l he with- 
drawal from service of Miss Charlotte 
E. Stearns, after a service covering 4S 
vears in the Newton schools, of late 
ill the Eliot School, and Miss Mary A 
Laselle, who has been with us since 
1900. the latter part of which time as 
teacher in the Vocational High School. 

As measures of economy, the School 
Committee have this year, with re- 
gret. discontinued successful courses 
or instruction involving the curtail- 
ment of important service in four di- 
rections : 

The supervision of nature study in 
the grammar schools. 

The home garden work in the gram 
mar schools. 

The post-graduate secretarial course 
in the Technical High School. 

The post-graduate home economics 
work in the Vocational High School 

The nature study has had an im- 
portant cultural effect; the home gar- 
dens and the instruction therein have 
been of great practical value to » it i 
zens as well as to pupils, especially 
during tho war: the post-graduate 
course have enabled pupils to ground 
themselves with full classical course 
of studies, followed by a year’s in- 
tensive training in the technical 
branch selected. 

During the year the departmental 
studies for revision of courses in the 
grammar schools have continued, un- 
der the charge of committees of teach- 
ers, to keep the curricula up to date. 
Classes have been provided for teach- 
ers in special subjects (mathematics; 
kindergarten and primary work; jun- 
ior high school) in order to aid them 
in keeping up with modern advances 
in pedagogy in these departments, and 
to prepare for the junior high school 
organization upon which it is hoped to 
enter in September. 1922. 

For the teachers in the Vocational 
School a “permanent list" has been 
established comparable to the list of 
teachers "on tenure" in the ordinary 
schools. 

With the aid of the lutger appropri- 
ation, the Americanisation classes 
have increased in number and become 
established in importance and value. 

Much time has been given to con- 
sideration of a problem of serious mo- 
ment which still remains before the 
Committee, viz: the question whethei* 
the three specialized high schools cun 
wisely be unified in administration. 
Such a combination would be in line 
with the current ideas held generally 
by educators, that the "comprehen 
Hive" high school, with Us enlarged
